They declaro that an 
organized strike as defiant and posi- 
tive as any ever inaugurated Is now 
in- Progress In defiance of the law. 

Sir. dishing, minister of public 
\V°rks, is hero endeavoring to effect 
a conciliation between the miners and 
operators and will remain until the 
conference is over. 

Operators Meet 
The Western Coal Operators' asso- 
ciation met today and took up sev- 
eral matters which havo been dealt 
with by tho press and which havo left 
misleading impressions upon the pub- 
lio mind. The first was that the so- 
called notice, of reduction in wages, al- 
leged to have been published in de- 
fiance of tho Industrial Disputes act, 
was nothing- more than a notice made] 
necessary by the act and without tho 
posting of which, the assistance of the 
act could net ho applied for. The 
tenth of May mentioned was tho ex- 
piring date of the 30 days required bv 
the statute. Tho notice itself did not 
call for a 20 per cent reduction in 
wages. It was throughout an effort 
to arrive at a uniform scale of con- 
tract mining rules and days wages 
Which would put all the mines in this 
competitive district upon an equal 
r'l^ti nKT. The notice sent to the min- 
ister of labor was a copy of the posted 
notice. It is true that four men worn 
earning from $5 to $11 per day, that 
tsonio decreases In contract mining 
ra-tos were aslced but In the greater 
majority of cases no variations at all 
from tho existing scales were even 
suggested.

It was expected that tho provincial 
parliament would proroguo today, Tho 
present session, however, which lias 
lasted somewhere in tho neighborhood 
of six weeks, Is likely to continue until 
tomorrow afternoon or evening, and 
perhaps longer.

Anticipating 
such an outcome tho legislators Vero 
unusually active yesterday, but' their 
hope died away when it was noted 
that J. H. Hawthornthwaito a'nd his 
meagre following, who appear to have 
no particular anxiety to hasten the 
close of tho proceedings, intended forc- 
ing a further discussion on the immi- 
gration question, As was thought like- 
ly, this debate broke into tho after- 
noon's proceedings and seriously im- 
peded tho advancements which had 
been forecasted. 

Opposition Holds On 

The government proposed making *ip 
the delay thus caused by calling a sit- 
ting for this morning. When the news 
of this was circulated once ngn| n the 
members wore smiling countenances, 
bent their efforts towards hastening 
the passing of bills, and devoted their 
spare time to farewell conversations 
and the discussion of tho best means 
of making trips to different sections 
of tho province. When everything 
was running smoothly, tho Land Act 
again appeared on the scene. It wont 
into committee, and scarcely bad the 
first few clauses been road before it 
became evident that tho opposition 
from both Liberals and Socialists alike 
would be of too stubborn a character 
to allow the House to prorogue in the 
time specified. 

Till After Midnight 

Tlio leader of tho opposition and his 
l'eutenant, John Oil-/ r, branched from

after midnight. Then the house, acting 
is a committee of the whole, had not 
moro than half finished with tlio 
measure in question. Therefore it was 
no surprise when Acting Premier Tat- 
low, in moving tho adjournment, fixed 
the time at 2 this afternoon instead 
of 10:30 o'clock In tho morning, as 
had been intended. Once again tho 
hope of members anxious to got away 
wero dashed, all leaving the building 
resigned to spending another day or 
two in the capital, comforting them- 
selves with the solace that the beauti- 
ful spring weather being experienced 
rendered their prolonged absence from 
their respective homes and Individual 
businesses at least tolerable.

The Japanese havo decided 
to engage the Fifth Regiment , band, 
which will be stationed on the ocean 
dock when the Nippon Yusen Kaishn 
liner Akl Maru is on her way into 
port from Yokohama.

The band will probably play the 
Japanese national anthem, the "Kiml 
ga yo," if the music can be secured. 
On the occasion of the wedding of the 
crown prince of Japan some years 
ago an entertainment was held in tho 
A. O. U. W. hall, on which occasion 
Bandmaster Finn, then leading the 
regiment band, secured the music. 

On arrival- of the steamer the Jap- 
anese will invito the general and his 
party to drive through the city and 
suburbs. Consul Mamikavva and other 
prominent Japanese from Vancouver 
and Seattle are expected to meet the 
party here. 

Under instructions from Washing, 
ton, Lieut. -Gen. MacArthur, the high- 
est ranking officer of the United 
States army, who is now in command 
of tho Pacific division, will arrive 111 
Seattle with his staff to receivo Gen. 
Kurokl, Llout.-Gen. ICigoshi and the 
twelve other officers of tho Japanese 
army accompanying them. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur will escort them to Washing- 
ton, and from there to the Jamestown 
exposition. 

General Kurokl, who Is a mild man- 
nered, unassuming soldier, 03 years of 
age, born of Samurai ancestors, in 
southern Japan, won enviable distinc- 
tion during the war between China 
and Japan In 1895, at which time he 
commanded the Kumamoto division of 
the army. It was under his com- 
mand that Welhaiwei was captured. 
When tho war between Russia and 
Japan brouke out. Gen. Kurokl was 
appointed commander of the first 
army, and the series of successes 
which followed his defeat of the Rus- 
sians in the battle of the Yalu are 
familiar history.

Rome, April 22.— While celebrating 
the 2,6G0 anniversary of Rome, tho 
founding of which is supposed to have 
taken place on APrll 21 In the year 
7r>3 B.C., a most Important discovery 
was made yesterday on Palatine Hill, 
while trying to determine the en- 
trance to the palatine aeropolls, and 
also to explore the necropolis, a circu- 
lar ditch was found, evidently a pit or 
tomb. It. is similar to those, discovered 
on the Roman forum, it is believed 
to bo connected with tho earliest habi- 
tation, aiui to have been constructed 
by the founders of the Palatine 
stronghold.

Adopts Report Submitted by the 
Health and Morals Com- 
mittee 



Tho advisability of reestablishing in 
this city the old custom of ringing a 
curfew bell In the evenlngi for tho 
purpose of warning all youngsters 
that it Is time for them to be In bed, 
was discussed at the session of the 
council yesterday evening. The pro- 
posal was introduced on a report 
from the health and morals commit- 
tee, and although it did not meet 
with a superabundant amount of sym- 
pathy from the aldermen not on that 
committee, it was finally passed, and 
the clerk was Instructed to write to 
the police commissioners laying tho 
opinion of the council on the matter 
In question before them. 

The report from the health and 
morals committee was as follows: 

"Facts have been adduced before 
the committee which show an Increas- 
ing tendency on the part of young 
people to forsake their homes for the 
attractions of the public streets, and 
other resorts, the committee consider 
that tho lateness of tho hours kept 
consequent upon this practice and 
the liability of being thrown Into 
questionably company, constitute a 
direct menace to the morals of the 
community. Your committee affirm 
their belief that tho parents are the 
proper authority to control this ten- 
dency, and that many parents are 
culpably negligent in this particular 
Your committee recommend that tho 
police commissioners be requested to 
enforce the provisions of tlio curfew 
bylaw."

Action to Unseat Dismissed by 
Chief Justice— Other Pro- 
ceedings Likely 



Yesterday morning before Chief Jus- 
tice Hunter tho rule nisi calling In Aid. 
Glcnson to show cause why an infor- 
mation for a quo warranto should nof 
bo filed against him camo up for hear- 
ing. 

A. Li. Bclycn, IC. C, appeared in 
support of tho rule nisi granted by 
Mr, Justice Irving on April 12 and R, 
T. Elliott showed cause. 

Mr. Elliott took the objection that 
tho proceedings had not been taken 
within tho 30 days following tho certi- 
ficate of the returning officer as re- 
quired by section 28 of the Municipal 
Elections act. 

In reply Mr. Bclyea argued that tho 
section In question related only^ to 
matters arising during tho course o£ 
tho election. In this case It was con- 
tended that Gleason was not a qual- 
ified person on nomination day and 
tlio Municipal Clauses act provided 
that such an election was null and void 
and thcro was therefore no election 
matter within tho purview of tho Elec- 
tion act to bo tried. Ho cited a de- 
cision of Justice Drake in Falconer vs. 
Langley in support. 

After a somewhat Mengthy argument 
tho chief Justice sustained, tho objec- 
tion and discharged the rule nisi. 

Tho effect of this decision Is that 
tho election of an alderman alleged 
to bo without tho necessary property 
qualification must bo moved against 
within 30 days from tho certificate of 
the. returning officer declaring him 
elected. It is understood 1 that an ac- 
tion for penalties under the Municipal- 
ities Clauses act will bo immediately 
taken against Aid.

TROUBLED BY STRIKE. 

Russian Industries Tiod Up for Want 
of Fuel. 

St. Petersburg, April 22.— Russian 
Industry Is being placed in a critical 
situation owing to tho contlnunnco of 
the strike of sailors belonging to the 
iiaptlia flotilla on the Caspian sea. The 
efforts of Baron Taube, chief of the 
Gendarmerie corps, who had been de- 
tailed to deal independently wltW the 
•strike, hav not been successful. Only 
ten of several hundred tank steamers 



are in operation, and both sides are 
determined to continue the strike. The 
oil residue known as massouo, Is the 
principal fuel used by the factories In 
Central Russia, the stocks Of which, 
ordinarily replenished during the 
spring Hoods when the Volga branches 
are navigable for big steamers into 
the remote Interior of Russia, are now 
exhausted. Navigation will now open 
in a few days, but owing to the strike 
the reservoirs below Astrakhan, Which 
supply the river steamers, are empty, 
and the shippers are unable to take 
advantage of the short period of high 
water. A veritable panic has boon 
precipitated on the Kazan bourse by 
the. announcement made by the rep- 
resentative of oil companies that no 
mazoue is available, even for loading. 
Industrial magnates have telegraphed 
to the lower house of parliament ask- 
ing that body to intervene. Tho presi- 
dent of the Moscow bourse in an, in- 
terview today expressed the opinion 
that a continuance of tho strike would 
cause most or the factories lo suspend 
which would throw hundreds of thou- 
sand of men out of work.

Minister of Finance on Question 
of Privilege — Salvation 
Army Discussed! 



On a question of privilege In the 
provincial legislature yesterday after- 
noon tho minister of finance drew at- 
tention to reports that had been pub- 
lished in certain- newspapers in re- 
spect to tho payment of the auction- 
eers engaged to sell tho government 
lands at Point Grey some months ago. 
Ho said that they would lead to tho 
belief that the last chief commis- 
sioner of lands and works had en- 
tered into tlte arrangement on his 
own responsibility. This was not so. 
Before tho auctioneers had been em- 
ployed negotiations had been in pro- 
gress for a month or six weeks, dur- 
ing which the auctioneers had sev- 
eral conferences with the department, 
when all these arrangements were 
entered into with tho concurrence of 
tho members of tho government, al- 
though there was no written con- 
tract. 

New Bills 

"An Act to Amend tho "Water 
Clauses Consolidated Act, IS97," was 
introduced by Hon. Mr. Fulton and 
read a first time. 

Mr. Kagleson introduced a bill In- 
tituled "An Act to Amend the Game 
Act." It also was put through its 
first reading. 

This measure simply provides for 
a change in tho open and close seas- 
on, in so far as mountain sheep are 
concerned. It is intended to protect 
these sheep during the winter season 
when tho snows drive them to the 
plains, making it easy for tlte In- 
dians and others to slaughter them 
Indiscriminately. 

Municipal Elections 

Mr. Behnsen introduced "An Act to 
Amend the Municipal Elections Act." 
It was read a first time and placed 
or. the. orders of the day. 

"Tito South Vancouver Dominion 
Act, 1907," was submitted by the at- 
torney-general and went through its 
initial stages. 

Roturns Granted 

Mr. Macdonald moved the following 
resolution : 

"That an order of this house be 
granted for a return of all corres- 
pondence relating to the arrest of one 
McBain, charged with the murder of 
one Zimmerman at Pentlcton. 

Tho attorney-general said that 
there was no objection to tho return. 
He pointed out that in some cases 
there might bo private correspondence 
and reports so that, while tho request 
might be acceded to in this Instance, 
ho did not want it to be taken us 
establishing a precedent. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Garden moved: "That an or- 
der of tho house bo granted for a re- 
turn of all correspondence in the mat- 
tor of tho cases of Pearson vs. Hodg- 
son and King vs. Williams. 

This passed without discussion., 

Mr. Macdonald moved: h "That an 
order of tho house be granted for a 
return of all correspondence relating 
to tho arrest of J. H. Christie, on or 
about May last, on a charge of train 
robbery. 
1 This carried. 

Immigration Question 

Mr. Hawth'crnthwalte moved: 

"Whereas certain worltlngmen have 
been induced to come to British Col- 
umbia from Scotland by false repre- 
sentations and gross misstatements 
made by tho emigration agency of the 
Salvation Army; and 

"Whereas the government of Brit- 
ish Columbia has indorsed the emi- 
gration policy of the Salvation Army; 
and 

"Whereas the said worklngmcn are 
in a destitute condition; 

"Bo It therefore resolved, that the 
government take Immediate steps to 
provide for these men and prevent 
tho influx of other immigrants under 
like conditions." 

Socialist Speaks 

Mr. Hawthorthwaite reiterated his 
statement that a number of men had 
boon brought from the old country 
through the agency of the Salvation 
Army by means of false representa- 
tion. Ho trusted that the govern- 
ment would accede to the request of 
tho resolution. 

He referred to statements that had 
been made by an official of tho Army 
in Sunday's Colonist. This matter was 
not one which 'had been hunted up 
by himself. He had been introduced 
to the. immigrants by the member for 
Newcastle. He had no desire to 
make trouble, but hoped that, under 
tho circumstances, the government 
would take the stops which he sug- 
gested. The men had made it sec- 
ond signed statement as a result of 
the Interview published in the Colon- 
ist, to which reference had boon made. 

This was read as follows: 

"Brigadier Smeeton is reported to 
have made a statement In which he 
alleged : 

"U) That we were not sent hero by 
tho Salvation Army. 

"(2) That we lied when wo made the 
statement which we signed and gave 
to Mr. Havvthorritlnyalte. 

"(3) That we 'were approached by 
another organization * * * In no 
way connected with the army * * 
to come to Victoria to work at Bullen's 
and * * • accepted tho offer made 
them.' 

"(■!) 'Some of thorn were more or 
less pinched, and the army came to 
their assistance with money." 

"Now, with regard to allegation No. 
1, Brigadier Smeeton, when he at 
tempts to convey the. impression that 
we were not sent here by tho Salva 
tlon Army, either is deliberately Helm 
to protect the army from tho con 
damnation of honest people for lis 
nefarious dealings, or believing 1m 
pllcltly in the honor or honesty which 
ho imagines tho army Officials to pos- 
sess. He cannot believe that they 
would countenance anything as mon- 
strous as the treatment to which we 
have been subjected. Brigadier Smee- 
ton admits that, wo came as far as 
Toronto under the auspices of the Sal- 
vation Army. 

"On Wednesday, April in, Brigadlo'l 
Howell and Major Morris were In the 
office of tho Salvation Army head- 
quarters, James and Albert stret 
Toronto, and four of us, Donald 
Walker, George Common, Dougall M 
Konzle and Robert S. Stewart, wo 
called in by,' Brigadier Howell, who 
informed us that he had just eoiiii 
from Victoria, and that he was In u 
position to provide situations for ten 
men as ship joiners, and ho told us 
that the live other men, George Smith 
Joseph Smith, Duncan McTavlsh, Wil- 
liam Boyle and Robert McGregor, 
Would have to go. When it was rep- 
resented to him that these five men 



wore shipwrights, not joiners, ho said 
that that would make no difference; 
but these men refused to go. When 
their determination to remain in To- 
ronto could not bo shaken, Brigadier 
Howell told Robert Stewart to got six 
of the other nien to mako up tho re- 
quired number. When tho party was 
complete, wo wore sent by Brigadier 
Howell to a Mr. Scully In tho Traders 
Bank building. We asked this gen- 
tleman if thero was a strike where wo 
were going. Ho replied: 'I do not 
know; you hud bettor go back and 
ask tho Salvation Army officers; I 
know nothing about It. I am in- 
structed by the Salvation Army to 
send you to Victoria.' On hearing 
this wo wont back to the Saivatlon 
Army headquarters and were told by 
Major Morris that thora was no strike 
on. Is it possible for Brigadier 
Smeeton or anyone olso in the face of 
this to deny that the Salvation Army 
is responsible for our presence in 
Victoria, and to their willingness to 
act as a strike-breakers' recruiting 
agency Is due our destitute condition. 

"Wo defy Brigadier Smeeton or 
anyone else in or .out of the Salvation 
Army to prove any of the statements 
we made to Mr. Hawthornthwaito 
false. With regard to tho giving of 
money to any of our number, Mr. 
Smeeton Insinuates ingratitude on our 
part for gonorous treatment received 
at the hands of tho Army officials. 
Now, if ho was acquainted with the 
facts, why did not Brigadier Smeeton 
state the truth of the matter? 

"Of the ton men now in Victoria, 
only ono of us received any money 
from the Salvation Army, Robert 
Stewart, and he claims that ho and 
five others went to Brigadier Howell 
and demanded tho fulfillment of the 
Army's contract to provide them with 
work at S3.no per day, as wo were only 
getting J2.50. Col. Eadic was present 
at tlie time; Brigadier Howell, after 
a long argument, promised tho six 
men $1 additional per day, but to keep 
quiet and not let Hie remainder of tho 
men know of this nrrangement. It 
may bo only a coincidence that the six 
men who wore first decided on to come 
to Victoria were tho ones who were 
receiving this extra dollar. 

"Brigadier Smeeton says we did not 
call at the headquarters in Vancouver 
of the Salvation Army. We did not; 
neither did we call at Winnipeg, Cal- 
gary or other Intermediate points. At 
Victoria wo were met by a man (not a 
Salvationist), who told us about the 
conditions obtaining at Bullen's, and 
wo refused to go to tlte shipyard, nor 
did we have confidence in tho Army 
to approach them. Wo realized the 
game that had been played upon, us, 
and In our search to obtain redress 
we were directed to Parker Will lams, 
who with his colleagues did what ho 
could In our behalf. 

"Smeeton says that if we called on 
him in Vancouver he would have 
found employment for us there. By 
what right, if the Salvation Army Is 
not responsible for us, would Mr. 
Smeeton have interrupted our Journey 
and hold us in Vancouver? This Sal- 
vation Army outcry Is tho squeal of 
a party to any reprehensible action 
when caught in tho act. It would no 
doubt have been more favorable for 
the Salvation Army project If the 
parliament had not been sitting or if 
we. had avoided the assembly, but, like 
everything else not open and above 
board, it dreads publicity. 

"Mr. Smeeton could not have gotten 
us work in Vancouver, for our tools 
were checked 'to Victoria, whore Mr. 
Bullen now holds, them and Tofuses to 
give them up. Mr. Smeeton might 
get them out of his hands for us and 
we might hunt work for ourselves 
now. 

"The meeting which we were at- 
tending, and tho nature of which lie 
understood, was a special meeting of 
tho Trades and Labor Council to con- 
sider our case and devise moans of 
assisting us." 

Property Held 

Mr. Hawthbrnthwalte assorted that 
he had also received a letter from 
Mr Stewart in which lie said that 
they had called on Messrs. BuHen 
Bros, asking for the release of their 
goods, but had been refused. They 
said that this property would be held 
until the passage money of the men 
was repaid. He argued that the gov- 
ernment was responsible. "Under 
tho guise of religion" these men had 
boon brought out to British Columbia. 
They had boon induced to break up 
their homos in far off Scotland lo 
find that thev were to be used lo take 
tho places of strikers at the British 
Columbia Marino Railway company's 
works. They were to act as "scabs." 
Ho didn't like to apply that word to 
any one, realizing that sometimes 
they had to do such "dirty" work of 
necessity in order to obtain tho means 
of living. In respect to the ques- 
tion iit issue he said that there Was 
not the Slightest doubt of the gov- 
ernment's responsibility- Ho con- 
tended that the men should bo com- 
pensated to the fullest extent and 
sent back to their homes. Tho policy 
which had been Inaugurated by the 
Salvation Army was bound to result 
as It had done. He hoped that the 
resolution would bo accepted by the 
house. 

Minister's Reply 

The finance minister said that the 
negotiations with the Salvation Army 
had been broken off because, at first, 
tho government had been unable to 
secure desirable transportation rates 
from the railway companies. As Car 
as the policy of tho organization Was 
concerned the administration did not 
endorse, it. Thev had no knowledge 
of what that policy was. The only 
thing that was done was for the pur- 
pose of relieving as much as pos- 
sible the lack of labor in British Col- 
umbia. Ho still thought that such a 
condition prevailed. In order to ob- 
tain the truth, its Car as possible, the 
government had taken the trouble to 
telegraph the Toronto headquarters of 
the Salvation Army. A reply had 
been received as follows: 
"R. M. Palmer, parliament Buildings, 
Victoria, B. C. 

"Last January the Employers' asso- 
ciation of Victoria requested the Sal- 
vation Army to emigrate thirty ship- 
builders for shipbuilding yards. After 
men had sailed reports of strike 
reached us. Wo then changed the 
men's destination to Toronto and se- 
cured employment for whole party 
with Canadian Shipbuilding company 
and Poison company. Ton men after 
working several weeks In Toronto In- 
sisted on going to Victoria. We ad- 
vised them that they world have to 
doa'l direct with the Employers' asso- 
ciation and that wo would not un- 
dertake responsibility of sending thorn 
until reported trouble was settled. We 
also advised them of the association's 
contention that no strike existed in 
Victoria. Wo had no dealings with 
tho Marine Railway company. No 
reference whatever was made to Brit- 
ish Columbia government in our ad- 
vertisements for shipwrights In Groat 
Britain, nor was there any reference 
rnado to the government in corres- 
pondence or negotiations with those 
men, In fact the government, to my 
knowledge, know nothing of the 
transaction. We did nil possible to 
discourage them going to Victoria, ex- 



plaining tho situation freely. . The 
men made their own arrangements in- 
dependent of us. Wo acted In good 
faith with 'HI parties. 

"BRIGADIER lIOWBIiL." 
Resolution in Error 

Concluding the finance minister said 
that ho did not intend dealing any 
further with tho matter, it seemed 
to him that it was a dispute between 
Mr. Bullen and his operators. The 
government had nothing to do with 
these grievances. Ho would have to 
ask the house to vote down the reso- 
lution, if only because of that clause 
attempting to connect the adminis- 
tration with the misunderstanding. 
Contradictory Statements 

Mr. Macdonald said that a dispute 
had arisen between the men and their 
employers and tho Salvation Army. 
Statements had been read by the mem- 
ber for Nanaimo and the finance min- 
ister which were contradictory. How 
was It possible to vote for such a res- 
olution, put before tho house under 
such conditions. He claimed that 
thore was always two sides to a story 
and tho only proper way of dealing 
with the matter was to have moved 
for tho appointment of a select com- 
mit too to Investigate. Ho did not say 
that the statements of the men or of 
tho government wore untrue. Under 
the circumstances ho was not in a po- 
sition to condemn the administration, 
although opposed to it politically, -upon 
an ex-parto statement of the kind 
lirought forward by tho member for 
Nanaimo. 

"Quite Natural" 
Sir. Will'ams thought the attitude 
which hud been assumed b.V the leader 
of the opposition was quite natural. 
Thero was no company more in favor 
with the Ottawa authorities than Bul- 
len Bros. 

Out of Order 

Mr. Macdonald replied that the 
member for Newcastle was out of or- 
der because there was nothing In the 
resolution reflecting on the company to 
which ho referred. 

Member for Nowoastlo 

Replying Mr. Williams said that 
thore was no mention in tho resolu- 
tion of tho company because it was 
considered 'us highly creditable to se- 
cure as much as possible, as cheaply 
as possible, from the laboring class. 
If tho government was in no way re- 
sponsible ho wanted to know why the 
government had telegraphed to Toron- 
to. Ho thought that such an action 
was an admission of responsibility. 
Speaking of the question ho said that 
either tho employers association, of 
Victoria (an eminently, respectable 
body of men) had In the first Instance 
misled the Salvation Army as to the 
conditions at Bullen's Works or tho or 
ganization last mentioned had made 
misrepresentations. He recited tho 
circumstances of the Immigrants' trip 
from tho old country, their experiences 
In eastern Canada, asserting that they 
had been brought to this province on 
the understanding that thero was no 
strike in British Columbia. He said 
that the men had not boon sought out 
by the Socialist members but had conto 
to the latter. Ho referred to tho ac- 
tion of agents of the Dominion gov- 
ernment in bringing skilled mechanics 
to tho country. This, ho said, had 
been condemned by tho Conservative 
press throughout the Dominion. Ho 
argued that any arrangement with the 
Salvation Army would bo equally open 
to deprecation. Ho averred that tho 
Salvation Army was not a responsible 
body , and that tho government was 
under a moral obligation to niako mat- 
ters right with the men in question. 
Told the Truth 

Mr. Hawthornthwaito believed that 
these men had told the exact truth 
"word for word." Therefore it was 
necessary to infer that the Salvation 
Army representatives were misrepre- 
senting things. The men had nothing 
to conceal and were proposed to swear 
to what they said. Ho affirmed that 
whenever any resolution Was Intro- 
duced which would bo likely to affect 
tho interests of their class all mem- 
bers of tho house, of whatever politi- 
cal faith, rose to the defence of their 
interests. Ho averred that within 
twenty-four hours every labor paper 
in the old country would have a full 
account of the treatment accorded the 
immigrants In whoso behalf he was 
speaking- As well, lie said, might a 
man appeal for blood from a stone as 
for mercy to the laboring man from 
tho members of the assembly.

The amendment was defeated and 
the bill carried its third reading. 
The Land Act 

"An Act to Amend tho Land Act" 
was taken up in committee, Mr. Scho- 
field being in the chair. 

On motion of Mr. Oliver sub-sec- 
lion 1 of section 5 was amended by 
striking out tho word "thirty" anil 
substituting "sixty" therefore This 
extends the time after the "date of 
certificate of record beforo the pre- 
emptor enters into occupation of the 
land so recorded. 

Mr. Macdonald moved that a pro- 
vision be introduced prohibiting the 
pre-emption of land west of the Cas- 
cades having more than 8,000 feet of 
timber per acre, and east of the Cas- 
cades having more than 5,000 feet per 
acre.

That being tho case it 
was decided that permission should be 
given the auctioneers to announce that 
the section providing that one quarter 
should revert to the government would 
not apply. It was agreed that If there 
was any question of it applying legis- 
lation would be introduced providing 
for such a contingency. Ho thought 
that the leader of the opposition would 
agree that If this proviso had not been 
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Tho session of tho city council last 
evening was a busy one. Several 
matters of importance wero dealt with 
by the aldermen and a large amount 
of routine business was disposed of. 
Thero was a fair sized audience at 
tho session, tho curiosity of several 
citizens having been aroused by the 
announcement that ills worship would 
introduce his motion for the raising 
of the liquor licenses. Those who at- 
tended in hopes of hearing a discus- 
sion on this point were, however, 
doomed to disappointment. The mat- 
ter was introduced by the mayor, 
whoso resolution which takes the 
form of an -amendment to tho revenue 
bylaw, passed its first reading, but It 
was not discussed, the time being too 
short.

A. J. Brace, general secretary of the 
local branch of the Y. M. C. A, wrote' 
asking the city for it.-? annual dona- 
tion of 5100. Mr. Brace Intimated 
that an Increase in the amount would 
be acceptable. ' The matter was re- 
ferred to tho finance committee. 

A report from the city engineer as 
to the proposed permanent sidewalk 
on Cormorant street, between Doug- 
las street and the Market building, 
was received and adopted. 

Tho water commissioner wrote re- 
questing .some information as to what 
the council Intended to do regarding 
the water pipe cleaner It had decided 
to purchase some time ago. He 
stated that he had written to a New 
York firm dealing in such apparatus 
and that he had been Informed that 
tho firm would not sell the apparatus 
but would undertake to do the clean- 
ing at the rate of $1,380 a mile. Such 
an offer, said Mr. Rayinur was out 
of the question. He reported that 
he had then written to a Scotch firm 
which manufactured such implements 
and had been offered the apparatus 
for $300. To use it, he stated, ne- 
cessitated tho cutting of the main 
in flvo places.

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THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE 

A very happy name has been se- 
lected for the quadrennial gathering of 
British premiers. It is to bo called 
'.'Tho Imperial Conference." It is to bo 
a conference, because it Is to havo no 
legislative or executive functions, but 
to bo simply an advisory and consul- 
tative body; It is to be Imperial, be- 
cau3o It will not hereafter bo confined 
.to the consideration of matters affect- 
ing tho colonies, but with those things, 
which are common to all parts of the 
Empire. It seems to follow as a mat- 
ter of course that the colonial pre- 
miers will hereafter be styled Imperial 
premiers.. There may not be very 
.much In a name, but in this respect 
there seems to bo a great deal. We 
think the title chosen Is very accurate- 
ly representative of the present status 
of Imperial relations. It recognizes 
tho British Empire as a political en- 
tity. Heretofore the name "Empire" 
has hardly had official recognition. We 
all have used tho term, but chiefly in 
a colloquial way. There was some 
comment at the time of the coronation 
of His Majesty because he did not as- 
sume tho title of Emperor of "all the 
British Dominions beyond tho seas," 
but he preferred tho honorable title 
of king, around which cluster memor- 
ies and a prestige, which could by no 
possibility attach to a new title. Un 
less we are greatly mistaken, tho term 
British Empire nowhere appears in of- 
ficial documents, and if this is the case 
we have in tho adoption of tho title 
"Imperial Conference" not only an ap 
proprlato namo for a great organiza- 
tion, but the assumption by for the 
first time of the Imperial title for the 
Empire. This does not make the Em 
piro greater than it has been, but it is 
a proclamation to the world that it 
has assumed the solidarity which at 
taches to tho idea of an Empire. 

A valuable decision, which has been 
reached by the Conference, is as to tho 
establishment of a permanent branch 
of tho Colonial Office, which by the 
way might well hereafter be called the 
office of Imperial Relations, or some 
term to signify that the colonial stat- 
us of tho self-governing colonies is at 
an end, although there is so much deep 
historical significance about the name 
"colonies," that one would not alto- 
gether like to see it dropped. This 
new department, which is to collate in- 
formation for the use of the Confer- 
ences, and to provide a means whereby 
the Imperial premiers may keep in 
closo touch with each other, is along 
the lines advocated by Sir Frederick 
Pollock. 

There will bo some people, who will 
be disappointed that the Conference 
lias not resolved itself into a Coun- 
cil, but wc feel very sure that the 
step taken is sufficient for tho pres- 
ent. AVc draw attention to the fact 
that tho consolidation of the Empire 
is following tho course, which British 
Institutions have ever followed. It 
"Broadens slowly down 
From precedent to precedent." 

It is by this process that all that is 
best and most permanent In our Im- 
perial fabric has been accomplished. 
There are countless illustrations of the 
error of endeavoring to manufacture 
national constitutions. The best de- 
vised schemes fail to moot the chang- 
ing conditions to which they have to 
bo applied. The strength of the Brit- 
ish Constitution consists in its elas- 
ticity. It changes with the years; it 
is able to embrace every possible 
change of conditions. This also Is the 
strength of the Imperial tie. No states- 
man ever devised It; no legislative 
body ever enacted It. The centuries 
have produced it. It Is the evolution 
of the good sense and the self-gov- 
erning Instincts of the British people. 

CAR BUILDING 

I We print upon this page an article 
from the Lumberman and Contractor 
in regard to the car shortage. The 
condition of things disclosed is very 
serious, and there does not appear 
to be relief in sight. At least any 
relief that can bo offered must be 
temporary only, because tho expan- 
sion of business is far greater than 
tho augmentation of the supply of 
cars. 

Vice-President Whyte, of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, in speaking of this mat- 
ter tho other day, said that if the 
wheels could be made here, this would 
bo tho part of tho country for tho 
construction of cars. We have abund- 
ant iron ore, but as yet no one has 
seen his way clear to embark in the 
business of iron smelting. There Is, 
however, a prospect that something 
may bo accomplished in this direction, 
and if that proves to be tho case, 
ithero ought to bo an extensive car 
manufacturing plant erected here on 
Vancouver Island, Wo submit this 
matter for tho very earnest consider- 
ation of the people of this city. No 
better slto could be asked for an iron 
and steel plant and' car works than 
at Esquimau. The material could be 
assembled there under as favorable 
conditions as at any place In the 
world, and there is every needed 



means of delivering the cars to the 
railways requiring them. There is 
work for thousands of high priced 
men in such an industry and if it 
could be located at Esquimau, it 
would mean the building up of a new 
city almost as largo as Victoria now 
is. Tho capital is available for any 
profitable undertaking of this nature, 
but it Is necessary that some effort 
should be made not only to set forth 
tho prospects of tho undertaking from 
a business point of view, but to se- 
cure the location of the plant here. 
Just what can bo done is open for 
discussion, but something surely can 
be.

HAWTHORNTH WAITE'S GALLERY 

Tho more fully the facts relating to 
tho exhibition of unemployed, given 
by Mr. Hawthornthwalto In tho gal- 
lery of the legislative hall last week, Is 
Investigated, tho more It appears to 
have been a gallery play of an exceed- 
ingly reprehensible kind. The member 
of Nanaimo has been guilty of a blun- 
der. Usually he is content to say 
things, and as long as a public man 
confines himself to that, there is not 
much danger of his putting his foot 
very badly in it, especially if, like our 
Socialists friends, ho confines himself 
to glittering generalities. But it is al- 
ways dangerous to try to play tricks 
with the facts, for they havo an ugly 
way of cropping up when least ex- 
pected. Mr. Hawhornhwale seems to 
have supposed that his fairy tale about 
these poor deceived creatures, whom 
tho Salvation Army and the govern- 
ment had combined to deceive, would 
bo swallowed by tho public. Ho does 
not seem to have counted upon the 
possibility that Its fallacy would bo 
promptly exposed, as was clone by the 
Colonist on Sunday. It was a very 
affecting tale until tho truth was told, 
and then it appeared to be something 
for which the persons, alleged to have 
been misled, were themselves chiefly 
responsible. The facts of the case arc 
that the government had nothing what- 
ever to do with bringing theso people 
out from England, but they were sent 
by the Salvation Army in response to 
a request from tho Employers' Asso- 
ciation of Victoria. When they reached 
Canada, tho Salvation Army authori- 
ties, having been informed that there 
was a strike on hero in the line of 
work for which these men were 
brought out, declined to send them to 
Victoria, but found work for them at 
Toronto. Most of tho party remained 
In that city, but those, whom Mr. 
Hawthorn thwaite had paraded In the 
gallery insisted that they sh >uld be 
sent on to Victoria. Their request was 
complied with, but when the men got 
here they did not communicate with 
the Army officers, but apparently put 
themselves In the hands of a turbulent 
Socialist, who passed them on to Mr. 
Hawthornthwaite. Theso men might 
have been at work if they had wished, 
but they seem to havo preferred to 
listen to tho advice given them by self- 
seeking agitators. They will bo used 
by these agitators to prevent other 
worklngmen from coming to the coun- 
try. Messrs. Hawthornthwaite & Co. 
caro about as little for the welfare of 
these newcomers as they do for that of 
the speculators on Wall street, but they 
can use' them. They can turn their 
presence here to political advantage. 
So thoroughly have they managed to 
get the men under their thumbs, that 
the latter would not call at the Salva- 
tion Army headquarters to receive mail 
which they have been told awaits them 
there. 

It seems as though it must be im- 
possible for Messrs. Hawthornthwaite 
& Co. to deceive tho intelligent work- 
ingmen of British Columbia by such 
tactics. 



MR. SHERMAN'S STATEMENT 

Mr. Sherman, District President of 
tho United Mine Workers, lias made 
public a statement of the miners' case 
in regard to tho condition of things in 
the coal mines in Alberta and South- 
east Kootenay. He says that the 
proximate cause of the trouble was 
that notices had been posted In the 
mines declaring that wages would be 
reduced from 10 to 20 per cent; and, 
while he Is not clear upon the point, 
we gather from what he says that In 
consequenco of this the miners applied 
for the appointment of a conciliation 
board, but that the mine owners raised 
certain technical objections to such a 
proceeding. Ho says that tho mine 
owners took the position that notice 
given to their representatives at Cal- 
gary was not a notice to the com- 
panies In accordance with the act. 
This is strictly correct, and It will 
occur to most peopio that it Is an ob- 
jection, Which might very properly 
havo been waived by the companies. 
We do not know that It has not been, 
but we venture to suggest that rather 
poor judgment has been shown by tho 
mine owners if they have In any 
degree whatever relied upon techni- 
calities, unless It was absolutely neces- 
sary to do so to prevent injustice 
being done. If the mine owners ex- 
pect to be supported by public opinion 
they must not needlessly rely upon 
technical objections. The issues at 
stake aro too important. In making 
theso observations we wish it to be 
understood that we are speaking of 
tho general principle only, and not as 
expressive of any opinion as to the 
action of the mine owners In this par- 
ticular case, concerning which wo have 
only tho ex parte statement of Mr. 
Sherman. - 

Mr. Sherman denies that tho^ miners 
Insisted upon a "closed shop." He 
says that they did Insist upon a fort- 
nightly pay day, and an eight-hour 
day from bank to bank in Alberta, 
which Is the law In British Columbia. 
They also ask for an Increase In wages 
of 10 per cent. There are some other 
features of tho proposed agreement to 



which tho miners objected, but they 
do not appear to be of such a charac- 
ter that a reasonable compromise 
might not have been readily reached 
respecting them. 

We think this summary does full 
justice to the views expressed by Mr. 
Sherman, although It ought to be 
added that he protests against tho 
opinion, which lie says Is abroad, that 
tho averago wage of the miners is 
$1500 a year. He says it is very much 
less. Ho also thinks that, as tho 
country Is exceptionally prosperous, 
tho miners ought to enjoy some share 
of the prosperity, a proposition with 
which we will all agree, although wo 
may not seo our way clear to adopt 
Mr. Sherman's views as to whether 
they have or have not a proper share 
of it now. This Is a matter of fact 
upon which wo would like to have 
more evidence before forming an 
opinion. 

A NEW QUESTION 

An interesting and somewhat Im- 
portant question lias been raised by 
tho action of tho Dominion govern- 
ment in taking possession of 50,000 
acres of land in Ontario for the pur- 
poses of establishing a military camp 
The land has been taken by virtue 
of a provision in tho British North 
America Act, which reads as follows: 

117. Tho several provinces shall re- 
tain all their respective public prop- 
erty not otherwise disposed of in this 
Act, subject to the right of Canada 
to assume any lands or public prop 
crty required for fortifications or for 
tho defence of tho country. 

It seems to us that a construction 
of this section, by which it is sought 
to vest In tho federal authorities 
take over absolutely at their own di 
crotlon any area, large or small, that 
may bo deemed necessary In connec- 
tion with national defence, Is a forced 
construction. It is certainly not one 
that could have been contemplated 
by the framers of the Act. We grant 
that tho words used aro very wide, 
and perhaps ' strictly speaking the 
federal government may possess, the 
power, which it has undertaken to 
exercise; but as between the central 
government and the provinces we 
submit that tho principles of equity, 
rather than the strict letter of the 
statute, ought to prevail. Tho gen- 
eral government has tho right to "as- 
sume" property for the purposes men- 
tioned in the Act. This would seem 
to bo essential, seeing that the gen- 
eral government is entrusted with the 
defence of the Dominion, but we 
would not think it necessary to sup- 
pose that to "assume" means to "con- 
fiscate." A more reasonable view 
of tho caso Is that, while the general 
government is empowered to take 
over any project belonging to the 
provinces, which might bo necessary 
for tho purposes mentioned, tho prov- 
ince affected is entitled to be con- 
sulted, and that there ought to be 
some substantial quid pro quo. The 
slst the exercise of tho power of con- 
fiscation by tho federal authorities, 
and the matter will, if necessary, be 
taken to London for a final decision. 
It seems to us that it ought to be 
possible to settle our domestic affairs 
among ourselves; but apparently It is 
not. British Columbia lias been com- 
pelled to seek at London justice de- 
manded at Ottawa, and now Ontario 
finds Itself likely to bo compelled to 
take tho same course. We are not 
free from a suspicion that in the state 
referred to Mr. Aylcsworth, upon 
Whose advice the Dominion govern 
ment must bo assumed to have acted, 
is playing tho role of the sharp law- 
yer, and at tho same time taking an 
opportunity to exhibit to the people 
of Ontario that he Is a good deal big- 
ger man than some of them seemed 
to think. 

A correspondent writes us about the 
Quadra Street Cemetery, and what she 
says can hardly fail to evoke' a very- 
great deal of sympathy. The city is 
not In any need of that piece of ground 
for park purposes, and surely there is 
some middle source between obliterat- 
ing all traces of tho graves and leav- 
ing the ground in its present condi- 
tion.

Car Shortage Situation 

The car shortage lias affected the entire 
Industrial world of British Columbia, hut 
no business has heon so seriously lmndl 
capped hi this respect as the lumber husl 
neNi. The situation lias been much liu- 
prjved since last month, but us yet not 
more than one-third of tin; necessary cars 
are being Bupplled. .Should the situation 
not Improve in regard to ear shortage, tho 
output will certainly have to be curtailed, 
as far as those mills are concerned which 
depend on rail shipment for their output. 
At present, however, nil mills on the coast 
are running full blast, and one by one the 
mills. In the Interior ore opening up for 
summer work, in hopes that the situation 
"ill nt any time improve. The mills can- 
not go on indefinitely stacking up lumber, 
and if relief does not come in the way of 
ear shortage the price of logs ami labor 
must drop, for the mills eiinnot get to mar- 
ket witli their stock and they will not con- 
Unite to manufacture, and consequently 
nill not want logs and lopi will decline, 
and if logs decline wa,-„'es will decline also. 
It !s probable that logs will continue to 
t>a high in price , m tii July or August, 
and should there be no relief In the car 
shortage then, with tine weather and 
abundance of logs coming to market, they 
could not retain their present value. With 
plenty of cars the industry would flourish, 
without them it will languish. Itnllroft'I 
lines have extended abnormally hut un- 
fortunately there has been no adequate 
addition to the rolling atock lo supplement 
tie greater facilities of trackage and to 
accommodate the increased freight result- 
ing from the opening up of new districts 
ami the development of business along all 
lines. Hallways place the blaino on ear 
and locomotive manufacturers, but bo that 
as it may, the present shortage Is no now 
theory, for years it lias been the name, 
an I the intensify of the trouble now, re- 
sults from the accumulation of years. The 
recent pronouncement of Judge Klllam, 
chairman of the board of railway commis- 
sioners, that he would not In future agree 
to 'ho building of any more branch lines 
until additional lolling stock was provided 
established a correct principle. With 
every utile of new track laid there ishould 
he n corresponding amount of new can; 
provided. With increased facilities for the 
prompt bundling of freight, the Industries 
<>f British Columbia will materially develop 
and enlarge, be It in fruit, lumber, min- 
erals or agricultural produce. The recent 
hardships experienced during the past whi- 
ter for lack of fuel have been hi n measure 
due to the shortage of cars; and It is to he 
hoped that this coining season flic sit na- 
tion will change and once more the wheel? 
of development and commerce will begin 
lo revolve.— itevclstoke Mnil-Hernld. 

Car Shortage

Severn] 
shingle and lumbermen have been inter- 
viewed, mid while their information Is no 
doubt neither exact nor official, its publi- 
cation serves to give an Idea of the serious 
and farrcnehlng effect, not only In the 
lumber and shingle bodiless; but In other 
Industries as well, even regulating the con- 
duct of ltuauCIal institutions who loan 
money. 

As far aw shingles nro concerned, In the 
Kast stocks aro depleted, and in British 
Columbia (hey are Tilled up in yards, 
while the mills are doled out one car from 
time to time, which does not jlisttfy them 
running their mills. One mill staled that 
orders tot flfty ears were on their books 
that could not lie delivered, and their seller 
bad been advised not to take any orders 
for delivery before June next. Orders are 
now coining in for .shingles with the rider 

ttaehed, "for shipment as soon nrj possi- 
ble." Prices does not enter Into (he ipieR- 
flon. iBonuses, and very substantial ones, 
have been offered for Immediate delivery, 
■ml in vain; delivery cannot be given if 

louble tlie market price were paid. 

Tim lumber situation Is even worse, and 
must result In a complete change of condi- 
tions. One well known logger "tnted thai 
the price of logs would drop In eVtbt 
months by $3 a thousand, and In ten 
months they be JM a thousand lower than 
at present. As the demand for logs fulls 
off owing to the mills being forced to cur- 
tail their output, wages will natiiTally 
drop, as the demand for men will not be 
so .great as at present, and many muilt lie 
idle or nccept a lower wage. The lumber 
mills .-ire crowded with orders, but can 
not deliver the lumber. The ipiosllon is. 
where are the cars? A large number of 
them are said lo lie on side tracks stretch- 
ed across the continent. One not conver- 
sant with the subject would naturally ask 
why they were not got off the Hidings and 
started rolling. One reason advanced Is 
(bar there is only a limited number of lo- 
comotives mill a limited number of men 
' 1 1 run l bem, for <>u cine-drivers are scarce 
as well as ail other skilled laborers 
in Canada. Again, un enormous number of 
cars Is needed to supply the hi'/ eonl short- 
age. (]„,. hit, rest,., 1 iiiilliiinii said ho knew 
positively that 1,000 a day could lie need 
for tills purpose, and 'hut ii'though COO a 
day had been preoSeu Into lurried to re- 
lievo the shortage canned iv i ho tie-up, 
the supply hud K one down so >< w at . n<< 
time that there was not mure urn enough 
to last two or three days .n British Col- 
umbia. 

In the meantime me fanners < n the 
prairies ure suffering keeny is n HMilt 
of tho elevators being full -f grain, and 
their not being able to properly store their 
grain until the long wished fir cars are 
available. Thus much wheat in being de- 
stroyed. If is said Hint the sltuntlon will 
he In due lime greutly relieved, but such 
a set-back has taken place In the service 
that If will take more thnn twelve months 
to entirely gain Ihi' lost ground. It has 
been 'promised that when the .full comple- 
ment of ears Is available the mills will be 
provided with about four ears where thev 
werc ordinarilv provided wllii nl.n. Thus 
with a one-third of the transportation facil- 
ities. These conditions, of course, tie up 
an enormous amount of money and the 
hunks governing themselves accordingly, 
have adopted a conservative policy In other 
directions, cutting out their Hue of credit, 
generally speaking, in all cases where the 
money Is not rMpilred for legitimate pur- 
posed, — Ijinnhorinnn and Contractor.

That the strike of the miners on 
the mainland affects directly the in- 
terests of Victoria is the statement 
of G. O. Buchanan, of Kaslo, who is 
here to address a meeting of the coun- 
cil of the board of trade 
for the purpose of discussing the 
situation. According to Mr. Buchan- 
an tho C. P. E. is already refusing 
freight, and If the strike continues 
Victoria, as well as other coast cities, 
will suffer. 

Mr. Buchanan, who holds the posi- 
tion of president of the associated 
boards of trade of eastern British 
Columbia, Is hero in his official ca- 
pacity to Induce the council of the 
board of trade to send a telegram to 
Fernle to be read at the conference 
there today between representatives 
of the minors, the operators and John 
Mltchel,, president of the Interna- 
tional Mine Workers' union, urging 
that work be resumed In the mines 
nntil such time as the Dominion 
board of conciliation presents its re- 
port. This conference, will bo at- 
tended by representatives of the var- 
ious boards of trade of the interior 
of tho province, as well as from Al- 
berta, Mr. Buchanan holds the posi- 
tion of inspector of lead bounties un- 
der tho Dominion government, and 
is therefore specially well informed on 
the. situation, both from the commer- 
cial standpoint, and also from tho 
standpoint of the mining industry. 
Effect on Commerco 
In conversation with a reporter for 
tho Colonist last evening Mr. Buchan- 
an said that the effect of tho strike 
was already being felt in commercial 
lines, for tho C. P. R. were even now 
refusing freight owing to tho threat- 
ened shortage of coal. In many 
places the railway hud now only a 
few days* supply on hand, the severe 
winter just past having taxed their 
reserve to the limit. It didn't re- 
quire tho eye of a prophet to see 
what would bo the effect of the C. 
P. R. shutting down for any length 
of time, on the handling of freight, 
not only In the interior of tho prov- 
ince, but also all along the coast, 
where freight from interior points is 
handled. 

Would Demoralize Mining 
But if the result of a continuation 
of the strike would seriously affect 
commercial business it would bo dis- 
astrous to tho mining industry. Dur- 
ing the past winter, when there was 
an unprecedented demand for coal, L the 
smelters were forced to operate on u 
hand-to-mouth supply of fuel,-- and 
were still doing so. A continuance 
of tho present Inactivity at tho coal 
mines would mean that' 'smelters 
would have to close down at. once. The 
next step would be the closing down 
of the mines for they could not be 
operated successfully if the smelters 
were not In a position to .handle their 
product. I£ the coal mines should 
remain closed for any length of time 
the situation was such that the smel- 
ters would not bo in a position to 
open up again perhaps for 
months. If they could do so before 
fall tho probabilities were that . they 
would remain closed until the spring, 
and the mines would not reopen until 
tho smelters were in a position to 
handle their product. Practically a 
whole year's stagnation In mining was 
therefore a possibility, the only 
escape from which was an immediate 
resumption of work in the coal mines. 
What Is Desired 
As to the position taken by the 
boards of trade, Mr. Buchanan said 
that all that they were asking was 
that work be resumed until sucli time 
as tho board of conciliation should 
have completed its work. If its find- 
ing was not satisfactory to tho men 
they could then strike. What was 
desired by the boards of trade was 
that there should be no unnecessary 
cessation of work pending that time. 
Situation Complicated 
The situation was a most compli- 
cated one. Tho miners claimed they 
had, in tho first place, asked for the 
appointment of a hoard of conciliation 
but the operators claimed that the re- 
quest was irregular and hud applied 
for the appointment of a board giv- 
ing a ten per cent reduction in 
wages as one of the questions to be 
taken up. When this notice was 
served on tho men they had quit 
work. Today's conference at Pernio 
was being held for tho purpose of see- 
ing if some settlement, even if it 
were only a temporary one, until the 
whole matter had been gone Into, 
could not bo made. He thought the 
moral effect of action nt the pres- 
ent time by the boards of trade would 
bo considerable and .would materially 
assist In the adjustment of the 
trouble, for tho Alberta boards were 
acting In conjunction with those of 
British Columbia. 

Is It nn Intimation? 
The government of Alberta, ho 
might say, was considered by many 
to be very directly interested in this 
dispute, for there was an impression 
that the refusal of that administration 
to pass an eight hour law at its last 
session was now being resented by 
the miners working in that province. 
Tliey Celt that tho legislators, who 
were drawn practically entirely from 
the agricultural section of the prov- 
ince, took no Interest In the welfare 
of those on whom they depended for 
their fuel supply. The miners, it 
was argued by some, intended their 
stoppage of work as an intimation 
that their welfare must be looked 
after by tho legislators of that, prov- 
ince. 

Other Boards Act 

Mr. Buchanan Is In communication 
with the Vancouver board of trade 
and representatives of many other 
boards are already in Pernio or on 
their way there, among them being 
P. G. Sturkoy, of Nelson, vice-presi- 
dent of the associated hoards of trade 
hf eastern British Columbia. Mr. 
Buchanan thinks that a resolution by 
tho Victoria board of trade would 
strengthen the hands of tho ' other 
representatives today. 

Tho attorney general's department 
hero aro watching the situation with 
interest and are prepared to act with 
decision if tho strike is to be pro-

Situation at Calgary 

The Calgary Morning Albortan, in 
its issue of Wednesday last had tho 
following: 

Onco again, tho second time within 
three months, tho merchants of Cal- 
gary aro confronted with a very se- 
rious situation owing to tho shortage 
of coal and of tho threatened contin- 
uation of tho shortage. 

Tho condition this timo is due to the 
decreased output caused by mining 
trou bles. 

Tho citizens will not bo affected 
directly to any serious extent, but the 
manufacturers arc already tied up, and 
perhaps more serious too, tho railways 
aro already embarrassed. 

Tho C. P. It. is not moving 'dead 
freight 

The C. P. 'P.. will soon stop moving 
any kind of freight.

The cause or the •trouble is the nc 
Hon 'of tho miners, who- though appar- 
ently hot." on. strike.' are. deserting their 
positions. Already, according to des- 
patches, : the', - miners.' nil along the 
Crow's -Nest have, 'failed to turn up to 
work. The Bnalkhcud mines have, been 
losing men day by day,- until now the 
force is not more than half strength 
and it will not bo long it is feared 
until there will bo greater disaffection. 

A meeting of the council of the Cal- 
gary Board 'of Trade was held yester- 
day afternoon, which was better tit- 
tended than any meeting since tho fa- 
mous meeting in February. 

The president of the board explained 
the object of the meeting, and a de- 
sultory discussion followed. Tho ser- 
ious nature of the crisis threatening 
was explained. 

Mr. Jamleson stated that the posi- 
tion was -more serious- than anything 
which had threatened sineo this coun- 
try had first 'become known. A strike 
in the mines or a continuation of pres- 
ent conditions -would make an appal- 
ling condition In this country. 

Board Takes Action 
A committee consisting of C. W. 
Peterson, R. R. Jamleson, R. J. Hutch- 
ings, J. Drew and AV. M. Davidson was 
appointed to bring in a report. 

Tho committee brought in a report 
recommending that the board urge 
the government to hasten the appoint- 
ment of a conciliatory commission, and 
hasten action after tho appointment,! 
and that tho following telegram bel 
sent to the minister of labor and to 
M. S. McCarthy: 

"Calgary Board of Trade strongly 
urges immediate action, Board of Con- 
ciliation, Miners disagreement. Freight; 
traffic ceased entirely; passenger traf- 
fic stops in few days; output coal prac- 
tically censed; manufacturing plants 
closing. Miners leaving work in large 
bodies though no strike officially de- 
clared. Situation the most serious in 
history of Western Canada." 

It was also decided to send a similar 
despatch asking for co-operation to 
Hon. Mr. Cushing, the Hoards of Trade 
of Lethbridge, Rogina, Moosojaw, Nel- 
son, Victoria, Vancouver and Toronto. 
Confiscated the Conl 
That the local officials of Ihe C. P. 
R. Intend to take no chances in , tho 
threatened coal shortage is evident by 
the fact that yesterday they confis- 
cated all tho coal, some sixteen car- 
loads, that was in their yards for their 
own use. This coal was consigned to 
C. S. Boot. 

It is also said that thoy laid off nil 
tho surplus employees both among the 
train crews end in the freight sheds, 
and that after a. Tew more days no 
more freight will be received as it will 
take all the coal they can get to run 
their passenger trains without bother- 
ing about tho freight. 

A prominent official interviewed on 
the subject yesterday, while very re- 
luctant to sa'y much regarding the 
matter, admitted that thoy looked for 
a general tieup In the near future, add- 
ing that it. was all in the hands of the 
miners.

The fViagic Melody. 

It is seldom that such nn admirable 
company of artists combine to present 
a play as were assembled last even- 
ing in the Victoria Theatre when 
Gordon Kean's. play "The Magic Mel- 
ody" was given. The story of the 
play has already been told in these 
columns, but it gives a very poor Idea 
of tho delicacy and vigor of the plot, 
and these two qualities do not often 
go together in a play. Wo are ac- 
customod to associate violence with 
vigor, but In tho "Magic Melody" wo 
get force without It. As a piece of 
literature tho play Is altogether ad- 
mirable. The comedy roles are light, 
pleasing and charming; the more in- 
tense roles arc full of a depth of feel- 
ing and rlchne.is of -stmtlmont that is 
gratifying in every -sense of the word.

With a pleasing face, 
graceful presence and agreeable voico 
h gets the sympathy of his audience 
at once. He never exaggerates his 
role, always conveying the impression 
of great reserved power. Mr. Howard 
Gould, as Jordan Rawker, has an un- 
gracious part, but he presented it with 
a grout deal of strength and ability. 
Mr. Leslie Kenyon, to whom was as- 
signed the role of hord Kildare, gave 
a very much better reresentatlon of 
th stage Englishman than It Is usually 
ones lot to see. Ho and Miss Olive 
Wyndham, who was Clara Douglas, 
aided by Miss Martha George as Mrs. 
Zellner, furnished the comedy parts. 
Their work was very delicate and 
pleasing. Miss May Buckley was a 
very attractive Clorls Fielding. As a 
broken-down opera singer Mr. Henry 
Bergman was very successful. Bach 
of the players scored a very decided 
success. From every point of view ex- 
cept in that of attendance, which was 
not what it ought to have boon, "Tho 
Magic Melody" was a complete, suc- 
cess. There Is no need to go through 
tho scenes in detail, but It may be 
added that the final Incident In the 
last act is one that is extremely ar- 
tistic both from a dramatic point of 
view and from the manner In which It 
was staged.

Chief Officer 
Roberts testified before the American 
consul that he had just stepped on the 
bridge when the vessel struck. Ac- 
cording to Captain Frahcko, Chief 
Oflleer Roberts was on tho bridge for 
some twelve or fourteen minutes bo- 
fOT6 the ship was wrecked. 'In con- 
cluding his testimony Captain Franeke 
said that there was no friction be- 
tween himself and tho officers of tho 
ship.

Business in connection with work 
on tho streets occupied a largo part 
of the time of last evening's session 
of the city council. The straighten- 
ing of Cook street was discussed and 
won a favorablo voto from the coun- 
cil, while the petition which has late- 
ly been in circulation among the resi- 
dents of Rockland avenuo against tho 
tar surfacing of that street, was re- 
ceived. Tho ono objection has the 
effect of killing the whole bylaw and 
another will have to be introduced. 

The project for tho straightening of 
Cook street was the causo of consid- 
erable discussion. The snag on which 
the aldermen struck was the fact that 
if the streets were to bo straight- 
ened us suggested it would leave tho 
main sewer on that strip of property 
which it was proposed to soil to priv- 
ate purchasers. That the main sewer 
should run through private property 
did not please Aid. Vincent, although 
tho mayor protested that the same 
thing happened In various other parts 
of the city, and Aid. Henderson cited 
his own grounds as an example. 

It was pointed out that if the 
property were to be sold Into private 
hands it could be with the under- 
standing that free access was always 
to be had to tho sewer. To this, 
however, Aid. Vincent would not 
agree. 

Tho report was finally passed, and 
tho city engineer was instructed to 
make tho necessary surveys and re- 
port to the council. 

Tho petition from the residents of 
Rockland avenuo bore some twenty 
names in all, the first being that of 
John McKllllgan. Protest was made 
against the projection for tho tar sur- 
facing alone, the ground of objection 
being that this Is something of an 
untried experiment. The one protest 
has, however, the effect of destroying 
the force of the whole bylaw, and 
another will have to bo made out. 

Aid. Henderson ahd'i his worship 
spoke more In sorrow than In anger 
on the behavior of the residents of 
Rockland avenue, who had first 
agreed to the scheme and had then 
turned back on It. 

Aid. Henderson remarked that In - 
asmuch as the gentlemen who** 
names appeared on tho petition had iii 
the first place agreed to the project, 
tar surface and all, he could not un- 
derstand their sudden change of mind. 
Ho moved that the whole matter be 
referred to the city assessor and en- 
gineer to prepare a new report with- 
out tho tar surfaco item. Aid. Ver- 
rinder seconded tho motion. 

His worship expressed keen regret 
at the action of the property owners. 
"I particularly wanted this tar sur- 
facing on Rockland avenue," he said, 
"becauso It was up to some part of 
tho city to set an example In tho use 
of dustless streot dressings. I thought 
tdiat Rockland avenue was tho correct 
street, because our leading citizens 
live on It,- and I thought that they 
would be willing to show tho way to 
tho rest of tho city. They haven't, 
and I must say that I'm disappointed 
with them." 

It was decided to regrado and ma- 
cadamize Alderman road, Victoria, 
West, and to provide the street with 
cement sidewalks, all on tho local 
Improvement plan. 

Tho following report was received 
from tho streets, bridges and sewors 
committee: 

Your streets, bridges and sewors 
committee having considered the un- 
dermentioned subjects, beg to report 
and recommend as follows: 

Re communication of W. Sims re- 
garding sewer connection on Pandora 
avenue. Recommended that the sew- 
er be extended westerly on Pandora 
avenue, between Camosan and Cham- 
bers streets, sufficiently to connect 
with Mr. Sims' house, at a cost of 
$150. 

Ro petitions of M. J. Williams et 
al, requesting tho improvement of 
Alderman road, and E. B. Paul, re 
improvement of Richmond avenue. 
Recommended that the petitioners be 
informed that steps will bo taken by 
tho council to have these works done 
as works of local Improvement. 

Ro communication of A. J. Pineo, 
requesting that the rock on Belmont 
avenue be blasted out. Recommend- 
ed that Mr. Pineo be informed that 
the. street will be graded and put in 
good condition under tho local Im- 
provement plan if a majority of the 
residents and property owners so de- 
sire. 

Ro communication of F. H. Wil- 
liams regarding drainage on Rich- 
mond road, near the Jubilee hospital. 
Recommended that the engineer bo 
empowered to remedy tho trouble and 
that tho writer he so informed. 

Ro communication of Arthur Bell 
requesting that a sidewalk be laid 
down on Douglas street. Recommend 
ed that a cement sidewalk bo con 
structed on the west side of Douglas 
street, between Bay street and Queens 
avenue, on the local improvement 
plan, and that Mr. Bell be so In- 
formed. 

Ro communication of J. Market 
complaining of the condition of a 
ditch on Oak Bay avenue. Recom- 
mended that Mr. Market be informed 
that sewer construction will soon be 
started on Oak Bay avenue and 
Rockland avenue, which, when fin- 
ished, will remedy the evil complained 
of. 

Recommended that wooden curbing 
bo put in for boulevardlng Govern- 
ment street, between Michigan and 
Toronto streets, at a cost of $75. 

Recommended that Government 
street be repaired at a cost of about 
$200. 

Recommended that sub-plan of part 
of tho Flnlayson esfate, between 
Douglas and Government streets, be 
approved. 

All expenditures contemplated in 
tho foregoing to he subject to favor- 
ablo report thereon hy the finance 
committee, ami tho adoption of said 
report by council. '

the- premier's former riding. 
' The constituency is an extensive one 
lying along the upper shores of the 
Fraser beginning at Port Moody and 
embracing Coquttlam, Maple Ridge, 
Mission, Mission City, Hatzic Prairie, 
Dewdney and Nicomen islands includ- 
ing Harrison section to Port Douglas. 
Like other sections of the Fraser val- 
ley It is well settled in spots and 
shares with them the richness and fer- 
tility of soil for which the Fraser val- 
ley is noted. The new member is Wil- 
liam Manson, a native of the Shetland 
Islands whose bleak and rugged shores 
he left seventeen years ago for the 
fairer climate of British Columbia. Mr. 
Manson is an accountant and during 
the years of his residence at Mission 
City was a justice of the peace. Ho 
is a strong supporter of the McBrldo 
administration and has been an inde- 
fatigable worker in his party's Inter- 
ests. On the opening of the Dewdney 
riding for the bye-election, Mr. Man- 
son was the unanimous choice of the 
Conservative convention and was af- 
terward elected by acclamation the op- 
position wisely deciding not to incur 
the expense of an election with the 
certainty of defeat. Mr. Manson Is an 
enthusiast on railway extension and 
believes the near future will see radi- 
cal changes and marked advance in 
the service rendered to the country 
as well as by the opening of now 
routes.

but watches the game and Is inval- 
uable in caucus and in the lobby. 
Vancouver's Junior Member 
Dr. G. A. McGuire tells an Inter 
estlng story of how one thing led to 
another and finally landed him in the 
legislature as Vancouver's junior. In 
the restless hour of an early evening 
at home his eye caught sight of an ad- 
vertisement calling the Conservatives 
of the Terminal city together for or 
ganlzation. Pie attended the meeting 
and took some part In the discussion 
the result of which was the organ! 
zntion of the Conservative convention 
and at a later session Dr. McGuiro was 
made its first president. Naturally 
this entailed an active interest In the 
work of his party which ho encrget 
ically performed and in the search for 
the most readily available timber for 
candidates his name came, In the logi- 
cal sequence of events, to the front. 
Dr. McGuire is a native of Mount 
Forest, Ontario, fifteen years resident 
in British Columbia nnd another il- 
lustration of the openings afforded by 
the west for young men to reach the 
front both professionally and politi- 
cally. Having Interested himself in 
public affairs he lias devoted some time 
to the study of the educational policy 
of the province and its effective work T 
ing out. While he Is In thorough ac- 
cord with his political leaders as to the 
desirability of endowing richly a uni-: 
verslty for the province he Is strong 
ly in favor of a somewhat similar en- 
dowment to assist in the education of 
those whose schooling will probably 
never take them beyond the middle 
curricula. The province he thinks is 1 
wealthy enough to initiate a new pol 
icy on state aid for education so that 
the young of every walk in life may 
be qualified by technical education, 
freely afforded by the province, for any 
chosen vocation. With the sanction of 
the minister of education he may in- 
troduce a bill to implement this pro- 
ject. 

On one other subject Dr. McGuire 
expresses himself emphatically. It is 
on the necessity for encouraging and 
fostering a Canadian national senti- 
ment which will dominate our social 
and commercial life. He criticises 
our present conditions in that, while 
we applaud everything British and 
protest our loyalty to the mother 
country we permit American capital 
to dominate our commercial enter- 
prises and to a largo extent to shape 
our social ideals. ' Vancouver's junior 
is entirely out of sympathy with these 
proceedings and maintains that Brit- 
ish capital should exploit British ter- 
ritory and the nation reap the profits. 
Under the present system we are 
building up foreign and alien Indus- 
tries nnd enriching those whose com- 
mercial Instincts are antagonistic to 
our own. Canada for the Canadians or 
at least for the British is a leading 
article in Dr. McGuire's political creed. 

Tho Member for Kaslo 
Which riding embraces tho section of 
the country lying between Crambrook, 
Ymlr and Slooan emigrated to British 
Columbia from Pictou, Nova Scotia 
twelve years ago. Eight years ago he 
went to the Kootenays and entered tho 
law firm of McAnn and MacKay the 
decease of the senior member of which 
firm is so recently regretted. Mr. Neil 
F. MacKay. the present member suc- 
ceeds the late chief commissioner of 
lands and works as representative for 
the Kaslo riding and was himself dep- 
uty commissioner for more than a year 
Ills familiarity with the land and tim- 
ber resources Is therefore first hand. 
His constituency has tho distinction of 
being the centre of the earliest min- 
eral excitement which led to the de- 
velopment of the Interior, and the city 
of Kaslo antedates both Nelson and 
Uossland. When the period of "wild- 
catting" in mineral prospects ceased 
and the Industry settled upon a strict- 
ly commercial basis Kaslo found itself 
including some of the best and most 
profitably worked mines in the interior. 
At Whitewater, Alusworth and across 
the Kootenay lake tho famous Blue 
Bell from which tradition has It tho 
natives moulded their bullets out of 
natlvo lead with which to slaughter 
game nnd foe alike, together with tho 
Poplar Creek section of the riding, 
there are rich mineral deposits most 
of them in a high state of develop- 
ment. Tho Kaslo section of the Koot- 
enay district grows tho finest fruit In 
tho world and has become tho Inland 
centre of this industry. Largo tracts 
iif land suitable for horticultural pur- 
poses are being disposed of and It Is 
confidently predicted that 'luring the 
next five years tho population of that 
section will be doubled. 

Situated as It Is at tho head of 
Kootenay lake, Kaslo city, or Its in- 
habitants cherish the expectation that 
it will become at no distant future 
lay a railway and distributing centre 
if no mean importance. As Is well 
'mown the present routes of the Crow's 
Xest branch of the C. P. R. In trav- 
ersing the Kootenays leaves tho main 
body of the Kootenay lake at Outlet 
'ind proceeds upon the lake arm to 
N T elson, reaching the main line at Rov- 
elstoko by way of Robson. on tho Co- 



lumbia and the Arrow lakes. This 
roundabout way has disadvantages 
other than tho great distance to bo 
negotiated and a new route is pro 
jected whicli will cut out Nelson and 
the western section of Kootenay by 
following tho Kootenay lake to Kaslo 
reaching Arrowhead by a much shorter 
and easier graded right of way. Should 
such a line be constructed Kaslo would 
undoubtedly recover its earlier com- 
mercial supremacy to the great sat 
faction of those whoso interests are 
Wholly centered in that section. 

Mr. MacKay watches legislation 
closely and is a stickler for the inter- 
ests of his riding. While anticipat- 
ing a large influx of horticultural 
population, he expresses the hope that 
no "wlld-catting" In fruit lands will 
be attempted, such as once wrought so 
much injury to the mineral prospects 
of that section. 

A Cosmopolitan Assembly 

It will be seen from the foregoing 
papers that the legislature of British 
Columbia is cosmopolitan in its per- 
sonnel, ten of its members being from 
Ontario, eight from England, fouP 
from New Brunswick, while there are 
three from Prince Edward Island and 
a like number from Ireland, from Nova 
Scotia and from Scotland. The Ork- 
ney and Shetland islands have two; 
while British Columbia, Germany nnd 
Quebec have one each, the member for 
Fernle being left without provincial 
nativity. 

More than one third of the mem- 
bers of the House are under -10 years 
of age, the traditional age at which 
people acquire sound sense if it ever 
comes to them, while more than half 
have not yet reached middle life. 
Lawyers are in the majority as far as 
any single profession goes, hut nearly 
every profession Is represented, while 
the farmers and laborers have their 
quota of Influence In the assembly. 
The Salvation Army is the only re- 
ligious body unrepresented in the 
House. 

Orderly Procedure 

Tho proceedings of the legislature 
are carried on with dignity and with 
due respect to' tho rules of the House. 
With rare exceptions, the utmost 
decorum Is observed, and only in an 
occasional outburst of temper pro- 
voked by some slashing and sarcastic 
attack does some member drop the 
mask of conscious dignity respecting 
his position. From, the reading of 
the prayers which open the sessions 
till the Speaker sees t! o'clock there is 
little that jars upon the finer feelings 
of the gallery spectator. Even the 
reading of the prayers conveys im- 
pressions to the gallery which are not 
always uninteresting. It Is not diffi- 
cult to distinguish the clergy of ritu- 
alistic churches from those called 
evangelical by tho manner In which 
they conduct the worship. Tho ritu- 
alist Is at home with written prayers 
and often reads them .in such a per- 
functory manner as to leave the im- 
pression that not sufficient attention 
Is paid to the classical sentences and 
phraseology in which these petitions 
are framed. On the other hand, the 
evangelical whoso habit Is extem- 
poraneous prayer Is embarrassed by 
the obligation to couch his petitions 
In the language of other men, and, as 
Is often the case with the extempor- 
aneous speaker, In reading tho Scrip- 
tures as well as his prayers, his limi- 
tations with tin; written text are 
prominent. Some of the latter con- 
vey the Impression that if they might 
but eschew books and close the print- 
ed page they might lay before the 
Lord a national policy which would 
make a great hit, and that they are 
not permitted to do so is their only 
apparent regret. 

Royal Assent to Bills 

A not uninteresting break In the 
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monotony of the sessions is tho occa- 
sional Incident of royal assent to 
measuros passed, this being given by 
the King's representative in the per- 
son of the lieutenant-governor. At a 
convenient season tho Speaker an- 
nounces a recess of half an hour, and 
for this purpose -and in due time the 
sergeant-at-arms, with the mace au- 
thoritatively eiovated upon his right 
shoulder, enters from tho lobby and 
precedes His Honor, who takes his 
seat upon the throne, followed by the 
Speaker, who sits aside, after which 
the members, who have risen to re- 
ceive His Honor, resume their seats. 
The clerk reads the titles of tho bills 
which are to receive royal assent, 
after which he recites the stereotyped 
formula announcing that His Majesty 
has given his assent to tho measure. 
Ills Honor bows his head slightly and 
tho bills have become law. Not a 
word is spoken except by the clerk of 
the House. The sergeant-at-arms 
again shoulders his mace, His Honor 
arises and retires, followed by the 
Speaker, as before, the members re- 
sume their seats and tho recess Is 
over. 

The Caucus and Lobby 

Tho members' caucus, a function 
indulged in by both parties at fre- 
quent and necessary intervals, is the 
"secret society" of the House. Into 
It no one but a member may enter, 
unless he be Invited to lav his wishes 
before tho scholars in that august 
political tuition room. It may be 
readily surmised, however, that It is 
in caucus that every member learns 
what is to be the policy pursued with 
respect to tho measures to be brought 
down, so that no misunderstandings 
may 'arise on tho floor of the House 
to embarrass the party debaters. 

Of the lobby it is unnecessary to 
speak. Those who know it and have 
had occasion to use it are thoroughly 
schooled In Its devious ways; while 
those who know nothing o? its cloudy 
secrets are better off. It may with 
safety be affirmed that admission to 
the lobby Is only the beginning of 
sorrows, disappointments, doubts and 
final awakenings to many more people 
than It is on the contrary to those 
whoso purpose on entering is legiti- 
mate and who seeks In his own behalf 
or that of others what may be hon- 
estly granted and Is more wisely 
given than withheld. Only the ex- 
perienced politician enters tho lobby 
with confidence, and even he some- 
times comes away' broken In spirit. 

Thus do the wheels revolve, and 
while men may come nnd men may 
go, tho legislative assembly goes on 
forever. Its personnel may change 
with every change of government, but 
with tho exception of government 
policy, which may differ from year to 
year, tho order and regularitv of pro- 
cedure is fixed. The present assem- 
bly is worthy of the respect of the 
country both as regards the govern- 
ment and opposition. Its members 
are men of public spirit who realize 
the increasing responsibilities of gov- 
ernment in this awakening era of 
British Columbia's prospects and who 
vie with one another in their desire 
to conserve the interests of the people 
and place tho province on the pedes- 
tal of fame. Political differences 
there are, .often of a marked charac- 
ter, and while the spectator may have 
his own opinions as to the wisdom or 
folly of some of these, it is scarcely 
possible to doubt the honor or honesty 
of any member 'o£ tho House. 
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Evidence Given at the Inquest 
on the Death of Aged 
Negro

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"Murder by some person or persons 
unknown," was the verdict of the 
coroner's jury empanelled to enquire 
into the circumstances surrounding tho 
death of John William Tyrrell, the 
aged negro who was found dead In his 
dwelling on Spring Ridge last Friday 
afternoon. The inouest was held be- 
fore Coroner Hart In the court room 
at the city hall yesterday afternoon. 
A charge of murder was registered 
earlier in the day by Chief Langlcy 
against Donald McKay. 

Th<j jury was composed of Sydney 
Shore, hardware merchant, foreman; 
Gilbert D. Christie, tftloo merchant; 
Fenton N. Costln, bicycle dealer; Fred- 
erick Landsburg, pawnbroker; John 
Teaguc, druggist; .1. M. Hughes, city 
traveler. They wore only a few min- 
utes in agreeing upon their verdict. 

Dr. Robertson, who conducted tho 
post-mortem, was the first witness. Ho 
gave as his opinion of the cause ot 
death hemorrhages between the mem- 
branes of tho brain and the skull and 
also at the base of the brain as a re- 
sult of a fracture of the cervital verte- 
brae, the spinal bones ■ in tho neck. 
This might have been caused by. dlrect 
violence or a fall lie found tho body 
that of a fairly well-nourished mulatto 
man of 65 or- 70. There were recent 
bruises on tho elbows and left should- 
er. Th t . face was swollen, the eyes 
closed therefrom, and the nose was 
broken. There were no signs of a 
fracture of the vault of tho skull, and 
it was not until a secondary examin- 
ation that the fracture of the spinal 
vertebrae was discovered. There was 
considerable, congestion of the mem- 
branes on top of tho brain and there 
were clots of blood between the brain 
and skull on both sides of the head. 
A considerable hemorrhage existed at 
tho base of tho brain and extending 
Into the spinal canac Tho brain tissue 
itself was apparently healthy. 
Constable's Evidence. 

Constable Harper detailed the cir- 
cumstances attending tho finding of 
the' body. He had been sent nut from 
headquarters to Investigate. When he 
arrived the back door was locked, but 
both tup panels wove broken in from 
tho outside. Ho found tho body in thn 
front hall about eight feet from tho 
front door lying fact down. There 
was a stick, a piece of the door, In one 
hand, which wan drawn underneath 
tho breast. The clothing on the body 
made It look as though the old man 
had just got out of bed. There was 
blood over tho floor of the kitchen, 
bedroom, and in fact in every room, 
tho wall of the front room being spat- 
tered. A coal oil lamp was out In front 
near the garden gate while tho chlm-

The front 
door was open and the door leading 
from the hall to the front room broken. 
The front room was mussed up as if 
there had been a struggle. 

The Woman^s Story. 

Mrs. Mary Cargill, tho woman hi 
the case, was the next witness. She 
detailed her movements from Thurs- 
day afternoon till she was taken Into 
custody on Friday. On Thursday af- 
ternoon she went up to Tyrrell's with 
the young fellow Henry Stevens, who 
is also held in connection with the 
case. They were there about three 
hours when they left and went clown 
town to the Klondyke saloon. They 
had several drinks there and were 
sitting and talking when Donald Mc- 
Kay came in. She asked him to have 
a drink but he refused though ho ac- 
cepted when Stevens offered to buy. 
Stevens remarked that iiiey had been 
up to Tyrrell's, whereupon McKay 
spoke harshly to her and slapped her 
face. She left the place and McKay 
walked out after her wanting to apolo- 
gize, but she would have nothing to 
say to him. 

From there she went to a store, and 
thence to Tyrrell's with some pur- 
chases she made for the old man. 
When she got to Tyrrell's the latter 
asked her to fill his pipe and she did 
this and made some coffee. This was 
about 11.30 or 12 o'clock and she sat 
down on tho edge of the bed talking 
to him til. about 1.30 o'clock. She lay 
down on the bed then and about 2 
o'clock, she was not quite sure of tho 
time, she heard a noise at the back 
door. She jumped up and opened the 
bedroom door when she received two 
blows on tho face and one on the 
breast that knocked her down. 

"Who was this man who struck 
you'.", asked Chief I.angley. 

"Donald McKay did It," was the 
answer. 

McKay Strong With Fists. 

Continuing her story Mrs. Cargill 
stated that McKay pulled the old 
man out of his bed and knocked him 
down three times with his fists. Mc- 
Kay gave her his handkerchief to fix 
up her face which was bleeding, but 
after washing herself she ran away 
through the hall and yard in her bare 
feet. Sh c was just going through the 
front gate when a orass lamp came 
from somewhere, narrowly missing 
her. She wasn't quite sure whether 
the lamp was intended for her or not. 
She went to some neighbors, Mrs. Wall 
and Mrs. Anderson, but couldn't get 
in. Going back to the former house 
she sat down on tho step and saw 
McKay leaving Tyrrell's. He saw her 
and went back for her and secured her 
shoes and hat. She walked with him 
to Chambers street, but was afraid 
of him and went and sat down on her 
doorstep on Cook street from .'! to 5. 
She started out for Tyrrell's again, 
but on her way met a Mr. Phillips, 
a street car conductor, and asked 1dm 
to go with her as (here was something 
wrong. Ho said ho was late and in 
a hurry and refused to go. Finally she 
went home. 

Meets Accused Man. 

She met McKay again about 11 
o'clock nn Fri morning and he told 
her he wns going to Vancouver. They 
talked for half an hour and ho asked 
her to go to the Gorge for a row, but 
shc refused. She had dinner with him 
at a Jan restaura-nt on Johnson street 
and then went to the E. and N .bridge 
to see him get into a boat. Shc 
watched him tor awhile and then tcok 
a walk. She was standing on Govern- 
ment street waiting for a car to go 
to the Gorge when a detectivo In- 
formed her tho chief wanted to see 
her. 

To the chief Mrs. Cargill said that 
before McKay struck her ho called her 
a vile name. A I that time Tyrrell 
was t'h bed and she was standing be- 
side hl|n. Tyrrell was knocked down 
throe times by McKay's fist, being 
pulled out of bed, sho believed. She 
ran out and left the two In tho room. 
Tho lamp wns burning In tho corner 
when McKay came In. 

Did Not Know of Death. 

To the jury she stated that she did 
not know that Tyrrell was dead till 
told by the chief of police. 

James Lyon, a workman who 'noti- 
fied tho police of the tragedy, was the 
next and last witness. Ho noticed the 
broken door and on Investigation did 
not like the looks of tho place so ho 
telephoned to headquarters. 

Dr. Hart charged tho jury very 
briefly, stating that tho cns e scorned 
perfectly clear. He asked Donald Mc- 
Kay if he had anything to say, but 
the latter said he had not.

Reduction in Rate on British 
Periodicals Coming to 
Canada 



■ 

The rate of postage upon British 
newspapers and magazines sent to 
Canada has been reduced, by agree- 
ment between the mother country and 
the Dominion, from 8 cents per pound 
to one cent per pound. 
I This announcement was made simul- 
taneously by lit. Hon. Sydney Buxton, 
th c postmaster-general of Great Bri- 
tain, in the House of Commons at 
Westminster, and by Hon. Rodolphe 
Lemieux, postmaster-general of Can- 
ada,, in the House of Commons at Ot- 
tawa. 

■ . It was fitting that this important 
announcement should be made on the 
day when the Colonial Conference as- 
sembled in London, and that the Lib- 
eral government of Great Britain 
should have been thus ready to show 
its practical sympathy with the move- 
ment to maintain the intellectual 
standard of this D6miriton on a British 
basis. 

Mr. Lcmioux's Statement. 

Hon. Mr. Lemieux's statement this 
morning was in these words: ^ 

"Thc following arrangement has been 
made between His Majesty's postmas- 
ter-general (Mr. Sydney Buxton) and 
the postmaster-general of Canada 
(Mr. Lemieux) and will come into 
force on May 1st, 1907. 

"At present the rate on British 
newspapers, magazines and trade jour- 
nals going to Canada is that fixed by 
the Postal Union Convention, viz.: %d. 
per 'i ozs., which is roughly equivalent 
to 8 cents per lb. At this rate and 
xinder existing conditions the articles 
in question arc unable to obtain a foot- 
ing in Canada, with the consequence 
that the volume of newspapers, maga- 
zines, etc., circulated in Canada is 
very inconsiderable. 

•"This state of affairs is unfavorable 
to thc growth of close sympathy and 
common sentiment between Canada 
and the mother country, and is, at the 
same time, prejudicial to the mutual 
trade and material interests of both 
countries. 

"With a common desire of provid- 
ing and encouraging in regard to these 
matters, freer and more mutually pro- 
fitable intercourse between the United 
Kingdom and Canada, His Majesty's 
postmaster-general and the postmas- 
ter-general of Canada have agreed to 
the following: 

"The postage from the United King- 
dom to Canada on registered newspa- 
pers and on bona fide magazines and 
trade journals (published at regular 
intervals of not more than one month) 
is to be reduced to a rate of a penny 
per lb. on each packet, the charges 
on packets not exceeding - ozs., re- 
maining at a half penny. The present 
limit of weight of 5 lbs. for a packet 
will be maintained, and certain ad- 
ministrative regulations will be laid 
down by the British post office. 

"This special reduction will place 



Great Britain in the future in at least 
as favorable a postal position towards 
Canada in regard to the articles in 
question as that occupied by any oth- 
er country. The reduction is based on 
a consideration of the very special 
and peculiar position, geographically 
and otherwise, occupied by Canada, 
and is granted also in consideration of 
the fact that the Dominion postmaster- 
general undertakes to carry free of 
ocean transit charges all British news- 
papers, magazines and trade journals 
sent from the United Kingdom to Can- 
ada by vessels tinder contract with 
the Canadian government, thus reliev- 
ing the British post oilice of the cost 
of such transit charges on the articles 
in question (approximately 4 1-3' cents 
a lb.) 

"The arrangement will remain in 
force for a period of four years, unless 
previously modified or concluded by 
mutual agreement." 

In reply to Mr. Foster, Mr. Lemieux 
said that the now arrangement would 
involve a loss to the Canadian revenue 
of between $25,000 and $30,000. The 
loss to the British post office would 
b c considerably heavier. He desired 
to express the special thanks of Can- 
ada to Mr. Buxton, who had given a 
concession to Canada long refused by 
his predecessors. 

Postage on American Periodicals. 
: On the motions to go into supply, 
Hon. Mr. Lemieux read a statement 
as to the exact effect of the recent 
agreement between 1 tlitr" -'postmar.LorJ' 
general of the, United States and. Can-, 
ada as to newspaper postage. Ho 
pointed out that this country had been 
flooded by publications from the 
United States, and that it had been 
found necessary to check the invasion 
of our mails by publications which 
would not b admitted to the mails 
in this country. The result of experi- 
ence had been that one ton of such 
matter came to Canada from the Unit- 
ed States for every hundredweight sent 
from this country to the republic. 
After negotiation an agreement was 
reached by which a rate of one cent 
per four ounces, prepaid by postage 
stamps on each parcel, was decided 
upon as satisfactory to both countries.

Advices From Shanghai Tell of 
. Many Pathetic Incidents 
Observed 

_£ 

Mail advices from Shanghai tell of 
many pathetic incidents observed by 
committees engaged in famine relief 
work in central China. Refugees and 
dogs were seen lighting for tho flour 
spilt at distributing depots. Small- 
pox Is ravaging the stricken area. In 
nearly every house there is smallpox 
or fever, and nothing to eat but baric 
of trees and potato vines. James 
Ware, of thc Red Crosa, writing from 
Tslngkiangpu, says he saw bodies of 
children laid out by the roadside to 
bo devoured by the semi-wild dogs of 
the plains, and dead men scattered 
along the way. One corpse was at- 
tended by a starving woman and two 
children. In some places families 
were seen tearing down their houses 
the timbers having been sold for 
money to purchase food. Soldiers 
were waiting to take delivery In some 
places on behalf of petty ollicials who 
bought the material. 

Relief works are being started by 
the committees. Hundreds arc being 
employed lining swamps and repair- 
ing roads, heing paid from live to ten 
cents per day. The modus operandi 
of the relief work is described in . a 
recent report from the relief commis- 
sioners in Kiangpeh, as follows: "On 
our arrival here, we discovered a 
largo number of people had no money 
to buy flour, and we therefore felt it 
necessary to establish some kind of 
relief work which would enable them 
to earn money to buy their own food. 
This we did by employing several 
hundred men to fill in a swamp which 
covers tho major part of tho city, 
with earth taken from the old bed of 
the Yellow river. Finding that tills 
scheme worked successfully wo em- 
ployed a second gang of several hun- 
dred men making and repairing roads 
outside tho city. The distance in both 
cases from the Yellow river to the 
place where they deposit tho earth is 
about one II, and each man receives 
live cash per load, this amount being 
paid to him just before the spot 
where ho empties his load. Wo est! 
mate a man can make an average 
wage of 120 cash per day, and he with 
his family can manage to get along 
on that; of course many of them 
make more. We do not allow women 
and children to do this work, tho for- 
mer are too argumentative and fond 
of squabbling, and tho latter are not 
nblc to carry fair loads. Each work- 
man has a distinctive badge which 
ho wears on his breast that we may 
easily discern It when he is running 
up his load. As far as possible wo 
endeavor to Issue thc badge to the 
most needy and we see that each 
workman has a flour ticket. So far 
tho scheme works satisfactorily, and 
moreover we have, because we have 
sought it, the sympathy and practi- 
cal assistance of the' officials and gen- 
try here; they are all very kind, and 
wore it not for their co-operation we 
could not manage this large number 
of men, a number which we are en- 
deavoring .to Increase dally. As yet 
'we have lmd iu> time to' inspect thc 
northern and northeastern part of the 
Hslen, where we understand there is 
dire need. We have more than we

Incendiary 



Seattle, April 21— .On Saturday 
night ut 11:15 o'clock flames broke 
out in the plant of thc Daily Star, 
published by the star Publishing 
Company, Incorporated, at 1309 Sev- 
enth avenue. Inside of half an hour 
the Star oilice was a complete wr,ock. 

It Is believed that the fire was of 
feet was found in evidence to this ef- 
fect was found in thc statement of E. 
L. Tomllnson, a linotype operator em- 
ployed by the Post-Intelligencer, who 
was thc first person to discover the 
flames. According to his statement, 
the (lames began in a pile of papers 
and boards underneath the rear of tho 
building. Owners of the company say 
that special Instructions and precau- 
tions have been rigidly carried out in 
regard to scattering waste paper 
about the building. 

, The fact that tho desk of Kenneth 
C. Beaton, managing editor of the 
paper, was broken open strengthens 
the theory of incendiarism, and a 
thorough 'investigation will be made. 
Mr. Beaton was at a loss to explain 
the breaking open of his desk. Ho in- 
spected it. but missed nothing, al- 
though papers were scattered all over 
his desk. 

Tho Star Publishing.,' Company is 
composed of Edwin F. Chase, presi- 
dent and treasurer; E. II. Wells, vice- 
president and editor-in-chief, and H. 
13. Clark, secretary. Tho company will 
rebuild at once with brand now 
equipment. The physical property of 
the plant, including presses, machin- 
ery, fixtures, etc., was worth from 
$26;000 to $36,000. Tho company own- 
ed tile building, which was a single- 
story frame structure covering two 
lots.' 

The building and the printing plant 
are a total loss, estimated at 350,000, 
and fully covered by Insurance. 

All the typewriters, valuable papers, 
files, etc., wore carried from the edit- 
orial rooms and ' business ofllce. to a 
place of safety across tho street. All 
that was not removed Is badly dam 
aged by water. 

In the composing and press rooms 
were three linotype, or typesetting 
machines, two cylinder presses, and a

WILL BE GOOD SEASON 

Heavy Snowfall in tho Interior Prom- 
ises Good Fruit Crop 

The lateness of the coming of 
spring has been the chief topic of 
conversation for some little time, and 
possibly a little alarm has been felt 
by newcomers to the valley, says the 
Enderby Progress. From December 
till the end of March the ground was 
covered with an unusual depth of 
snow, and thc farmer has been wait- 
ing patiently since its disappearance 
for the drying of tho land sufficiently 



to enable him to get on to it.' How- 
ever, there is no cause for alarm, and 
tho majority consider that this spring 
is tho precursor of a -good season for 
all varieties of agricultural products. 
From inquiry among those who have 
resided here for many years, and 
have carefully noted the conditions 
that have prevailed during tho win- 
ter that has just passed, the convic- 
tion is formed that everything points 
to the season being a good one. In a 
very short tlme-^In fact, even now in 
some places — will tho ground bo ready 
for cultivation, and with the warm 
weather that will prevail from now 
one, germination . will be rapid and 
unhindered, thus making up for tho 
lateness. The fall wheat is said to 
bc looking well all 'over tho ,valley, 
while tho fruit trees "are laden with 
fruit buds and will soon bc out In 
leaf and blossom. Fruit-growers also 
aro looking forward this year to a 
heavy yield, partly because tho ma- 
jority of the trees had a rest last 
season, due to the somewhat unfavor- 
able conditions that prevailed last 
April destroying some of tho blos- 
som, and to the fact that this month 
thus far has been so favorable. Late 
springs havo been very rare In. the 
past in this country, but when they 
have occurred, the growth has been 
very rapid. It will, of course, bring 
on the work with a rush, and will 
make a very busy season for thoso 
with many ucres to put into crop.

ON JAPANESE COAST 



Pacific Ma Steamer Strikes 
Rock in Dangerous Water 
• — Passengers Safe 



The Pacific uuiil steamer Mongolia 
is ashore, having , stranded yesterday 
morning when entering the Straits of. 
Shimoneseki, the gateway of the 
Inland Sea of Japan, en route from 
Nagasaki for San Francisco, via Kobe 
and Yokohama. The vessel is strand- 
ed near Mayeda lighthouse, between 
Dan-no-ura and Kanabuso beacons, 
not far from the western end of the 
•straits. Toldo cablegrams, under 
yesterday's date, report that the liner 
was stranded when attempting to 
avoid collision with a sailing vessel. 
The- locality is full of reefs. The 
steamer has a list of about 45 degrees 
but lies close to the shore, which 
allowed the passengers being taken 
off in the boats and by sampans with- 
out loss of life. The bow only is 
fast, , the .big liner hanging on the 
rock borno by the water aft. She is 
not making any water and it is ex- 
pected that "the salvage attempts will 
bo successful. 

The Mongolia is scarcely three years 
old. She has a registered tonnage 
of 13,639 tons. She was built in New 
York for the Pacific Mall Steamship 
company in 1904. She has but re 
cently been put in commission again 
after repairs necessitated by ground 
ing on a reef off Midway island, on 
which she struck on Sept. 16, last 
She was floated again without outside 
assistance on. Sept. 21. On her pres- 
ent trip she . was homeward bound 
from Yokohama, and was under com- 
mand of Capt. Hathaway. The steam- 
er is 600 feet long, G5.3 foot beam and 
31.3 feet deep. She has four steel 
decks and a steel shelter deck. 

The place where the steamer Mon- 
golia is ashore is almost within the 
Straits of Shimonosekl, through which 
all steamers from Nagasaki pass be 
tween Mojl and Shimonosekl Into the 
Inland Sea of Japan, whereby the 
steamer proceeds to Kobe and thence 
by the open Pacific to Yokohama on 
her way across the ocean. Dan-no- 
ura beacon, near which the steamer 
stranded, marks a reach or stretch of 
water contiguous to the narrows, 
which open out to make Shimonosekl 
harbor, with Mojl on the opposite 
side. The Mongolia usually coals at 
Nagasaki, which port she had left on 
the day previous to her accident, but 
many steamers coal at Mojl, the great 
coal port of southern Japan, vying in 
importance with Murora . in the 
north. The tides and currents run 
very swiftly and several collisions and 
Btrartdlngs have occurred as a result. 

Various steamers have met with ac- 
cidents in and near the straits from 
the same cause as that which led to 
the Mongolia's misfortune — avoiding 



sailing craft caught in tho current. 
The awlftness of tho water In this 
section at certain stages of the tide 
has been the subject of Japanese 
poems. In the Shimpanro, the fa- 
mous Japanese inn at Shimonosekl, 
in which tho treaty of peace between 
Japan and China was signed In 1895, 
by Marquis Ito and Li Hung Chang, 
and where a soshi endeavored to as- 
sassinate' the late Li Hung- Chang as 
ho descended the inn's steps, there is 
a largo kakamono in Which Marquis 
Ito has written in Japanese charac- 
ters: "The place for hearing the 
sounding of the tide." 

Dan-no-ura is a famous place in 
Japanese history. It was the scene 
of tho greatest naval battle in tho 
annals of old Japan when the Taini 
clan, previously all powerful, received 
their deatli blow from the rival house 
of MlnamotO, headed by Y'oshltsune. 
The Tairas were encumbered by the 
presence of their women and child- 
ren, among whom was the Empress 
Dowager and her son, the Infant Em- 
peror Anteku. When the empress re- 
alized that all was lost she clasped 
the young monarch in her arms and, 
desite tho entreaties of her daughter, 
leaped into tho sea, where both were 
drowned. 

Sinco tho battle, which took place 
in 11S5, and which is the subject of 
meny ballads, tho fishermen and vil- 
lagers who live near the place believe 
the ghosts of the dead Tairas have 
haunted it. Fishermen tell of Taira 
crabs, popularly believed to contain 
the souls of dead warriors. It is a 
•talo common to all the villages along 
this coast of how ghostly fires burn 
near shore and on the beaches 
dark nights when the winds lash the 
waves and rattle the shojis. Cut only 
the old men tell these tales. At Shim- 
onosekl there is a temple which is 
called Amidaji, with moss-covered 
and crumbling tombstones on the side 
hills nearby, that were set up over 
empty places to mark graves made 
for Tairas lost at sea. Tho prayers 
of priests of this temple are believed 
to have laid tho ghosts. 

The scene of tho wreck, Mayeda, 
is where the guns of the Daimyo of 
Choshu were placed to weakly reply 
to the bombardment of eighteen for- 
eign men of war at the time of the 
Shimonosekl affair, which arose from 
the fact that the belligerent Choshu 
daimyo had fired upon two Amerl 
can, one French and one Dutch vessel 
when passing into the straits. Failing 
to obtain satisfaction from the ' Sho 
gun's government the foreign powers 
sent a combined fleet to bombarcj 
Shimonosekl. 

.Strong forts, have since been built 
at either side of the straits. Tho 
position of tho Mongolia is close to 
several ports from which c.ipablc 
'salvage and wrecking appliances can 
be secured, especially from Nagasaki, 
which is less than a day's run dis- 
tant.

Sho will be a 16% 
knot steamer and will be equipped 
with triple expansion engines. 

Many Improvements for pnssengcr 
accommodation will distinguish her 
from the liners now in use. One of 
tho most striking innovations in tho 
cabin construction will be tho depart- 
ure from the usual three and four 
berth cabins, to a largo number of 
one and two berths. Special attention 
will bo given to heating urrangoments 
and other details which will be re- 
quired in the trade. As a cargo car- 
rier, tho liner will also bo Important. 
Accommodation for frozen cargo, tho 
trade of which is increasing by leaps 
and bounds between Canada and the 
^.ntipodes, will bo specialized. Accord- 
ing to the plans, sho will have cold 
storage space for 350 tons, arranged or 
partitioned off into three chambers one 
large, one medium and ona small. 

The Mlrama throughout will be 
modern and handriome, and will be a 
model for other steamers which the 
company will eventually build for this 
run providing, perhaps, that subsidies 
are given by Canada and New Zea- 
land for a fast mall service.

NOTICES TO MARINERS 

Menace to Navigators in Skincuttle 
Inlet — Swale Rock Light Restored 

Since the mining activity com- 
menced at Skincuttle Inlet, Queen 
Charlotte Islands, shipping has been 
Increased in that vicinity, and notice 
to mariners is issued with regard to 
menaces to navigation in that vicinity. 
Capt. Newcomb reports the existence 
of an Uncharted rock in the entrance 
to Skincuttle Inlet, which dries two 
feet at extreme low water, and over 
which the sea does not break at high 
water. This rock lies nearly in mid- 
channel. It hears N. S4 deg. 2li min 
W. 9-10 mile from Gull Rocks, and 
N. 11 deg. 1G min. E. 8-10 mile from 
Deluge Point, latitude N. 52 deg. .IS 
min. 25 sec, longitude AV. 131 dog. 9 
min. 4 sec. This rock Is probably 
New England Rock, shown on Admir- 
alty chart No. 1023 B. Vessels enter 
ing Skincuttle Inlet should keep well 
over towards the Copper Islands, giv 
ing them a berth of about one-quar- 
ter mile, as a reef extends off the 
outermost Island for 200 yards. 

A new wharf has just been built on 
the southwest side of Harriet Bay. It 
extends 100 feet from the shore, with 
150 feet frontage carrying 17 feet at 
low water. 

Sechart light, on Swale Rock, in 
Barkley Sound, B. C, which was car 
ried away by storm, has been re-es- 
tablished. The light is, as heretofore 
a fixed white light, elevated 25 feet 
abovo high water mark, and should 
be visible 10 miles from all points of 
approach. The light is shown through 
a dioptric lens from a threo-wlclc 31- 
day Wigham lamp placed upon the 
top of a small square enclosed wood 
en tower, standing on .a. wooden 
framework foundation. The; tower and 
foundation are painted white. The 
light stands on tho eastern end of 
Swale Rock, and is un watched.

G. T. P. SURVEY PLANS 

Branch Lino to be Run From Kitamaat 
— Venture Carries Party 

To extend and complete preliminary 
surveys on the line of the Pacific, 
Omineca & Northern railway routo 
from the head of Kitamaat arm to the 
vicinity of Hazelton on the Skeena 
river, is tho mission of a Grand Trunk 
Pacific survey party consisting of 
twenty-five men, who went out on the 
steamer Venture and will be landed at 
Kitamaat. 

Tlie charter rights of tho Pacific, 
Omineca & Northern railway were 
acquired some two years ago by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway com- 
pany, the sum of $10,000 being the 
consideration. Since that deal was 
closed nothing has been done by th 
purchasers in tho way of surveying 
along the route but It has been gen 
orally expected for some months that 
some move would be made this sprint 

By building a lino of railway from 
tho head of Kitamaat arm to a point 
somewhere In the neighborhood of the 
town of Hazelton tho problem of trans- 
porting supplies into the interior for 
the Grand Trunk Pacific mainline con- 
struction purposes will bo solved. It 
would be Impossible for the company 
to depend on the Skeena river as a 
means of taking In railway material 
and supplies as the season of naviga- 
tion is relatively short and a sufficient 
number of river steamers could scarce- 
ly he placed in service to carry feight 
with requisite despatch. 



MONTARA BRINGS JAPANESE 

Reached William Head on Sunday 
Night — Proceeded to Vancouver 

Steamer Montara, Capt. Reilly, 
aforetime the steamer Wllllammette, 
reached William Head on Sunday 
night from San Francisco with 295 
Japanese from Honolulu, via San 
Francisco, and a largo amount of 
general freight, chiefly for trans- 
shipment, to Australia and South Sea 
ports. The large, number of Japan- 
ese coolies were brought from the 
Hawaiian Islands by the steamer 
Korea and landed at San Francisco. 
Tho immigration authorities refused 
to allow the contingent to proceed, but 
eventually arrangements were made 
whereby the Japanese were allowed to 
continue their journey by the steamer 
Montara, 

At William Head one of tho Japan- 
ese ' passengers sprang overboard. Ho 
was rescued without Injury, after 
some difficulty. 

Since the Oceanls Steamship com- 
pany's stetamers ceased operations 
from San Francisco to Australia tho 
Canadian-Australian liners and the 
Canadian New Zealand steamers have 
been tho only vessels running to the 
antipodes. The result bus been that 
Callfornian shippers have been oblig- 
ed to send their freight to Victoria 
and Vancouver for shipment. The 
steamer Spokane, which arrived a 
few days ago, brought cargo valued 
at $8,000 for shipment to Australia 
and New Zealand, including 28,914 
pounds of coffee, fruit, books, etc. 

The, Montara brought a second ship- 
ment of freight from the Golden Gate 
for transshipment to the antipodes by 
tho Moann, sailing Friday. The cargo 
of the Montara was manifested as 
follows: For British Columbia, $5,324; 
Australia, $13,839; New Zealand, $12,- 
375; Fiji Islands, $135; South Africa,

MASTERS EXONERATED 

Captains of Orinoco and Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse Not Responsible 

A Hamburg dispatch says a marine 
court at Bremerhaven has given a 
decision in the matter of the collision 
off Cherbourg on Nov. 21, between 
tho Kaiser Wllhelm Der Drosso and 
tlie royal mail steamer Orinoco, In 
which three men were killed, several 
others Injured and both vessels were 
damaged. 

Tho court decided that the accident 
was duo to pardonable mistakes made 
by tho captains of both vessels, the 
captain of the Kaiser Wllhelm der 
Grosso overestimating tho distance be- 
tween tho ships, and against the reg- 
ulations, crossing the Orinoco's course. 
Tho captain of the latter not being 
cognizant of the German vessel's in 
tentlons, ordered tho helm to be put 
to starboard Instead of stopping and 
backing. 

ATHENIAN IN TROUBLE 

C. P. R. Steamer Has Condenser 
Broken and Returns to Kobe 



Tho steamer Athenian, of tlie C. P. 
R. intermediary services, from Vic- 
toria for Hong Kong, had a condenser 
door broken when on her way from 
Kobe to Nagasaki en routo to Hong 
Kong. It is expected that repairs 
will occupy four days. It is not ex- 
pected that the steamer will be de- 
layed sufficiently to cause her to be 
late on her return voyage. The Ath- 
enian, like tho Tartar, does not carry 
tho mall on her outward voyage. 

Steamer Tottenham, which lias been 
lying at Esquimau for many weeks, 
proceeded to Comox yesterday to load 
bunker coal and gill go to Portland 
from the coal port to load lumber for 
China.

LARCHMONT DISASTER 

New London, Conn., April 22. — 
United States Steamboat Inspectors 
Withy and Stewart today made public 
their finding in the steamer Larch- 
mo nt marine disaster on the night of 
February 11, when more than a hun- 
dred lives were lost In tlie sinking of 
the steamer after collision with the 
schooner Harry K. Knowlton, off 
Block Island Sound. Tho responsi- 
bility for tho collision is laid upon 
Pilot John Lanson, of the Larchmont, 
who was drowned, and Capt. Geo. M. 
McVey is practically exonerated, 
though not commended for his effort 
to save lives. The schooner is de- 
clared to have been sailed in full com- 
pliance with the navigation rules. 



■ VESSELS IN COLLISION 

Baltimore, April 22.— The British 
ship Barnstable, Capt. Davidson, ar- 
rived hero today from Port Antonio, 
with a largo hole in her port side and 
her port stem twisted.

Lycott. formerly master of tho Yang- 
tzse, Is due today from Liverpool 
via tho ports of the Orient. The 
steamer has 600 tons of general car- 
go for this port, but it Is improbable 
that this will bo landed on her in- 
ward trip. Fifty Japanese are being 
brought for this port and when these 
are landed the steamer will proceed 
to Tacoma to discharge her through 
freight, returning to Victoria about 
the middle of tho week to unload her 
local cargo. 



MARINE NOTES 

Tho steamer Sierra, of the Oceanic 
Steamship company, which arrived 
last week at San Francisco on her 
last trip from Australia, Is to be 
placed in tho San Francisco Honolulu 
service, because of tho Increasing de- 
mand for passenger accommodation 
between San Francisco and the 
Islands since the stoppage of the 
Australian lino, The Sierra will sal! 
from tho Bay City on April 30 for 
Honolulu. 

Tho upturned hull of the power 
schooner Bessie K, Is still wandering 
up aiul down tho coast In the track 
of coastwiso vessels. The steamer 
Daisuy Mitchell, which arrived yes- 
terday at South Bend, reported that 
on April 17 off Heceta head the dere- 
lict Bessie K was sighted. The Bessie 
K was capsized when on her way 
from Bandon, Ore., to San Francisco 
with lumber in January last. 

Steamer Manuka sailed from Bris- 
bane on April 17 for Victoria, via 
Suva and Honolulu. 

Tho five-masted barkentlne Ever- 
ett G. Griggs, which is registered at 
Victoria, B. C, Is loading lumber at 
Chemainus for Sydney. Tho Ever- 
ett G. Griggs, which is tho only ves- 
sel of her rig In the world, was form- 
erly the German ship Columbia, which 
was towed into Esquimau dismasted 
some years ago, and bought by a local 
syndicate. 

Ship Charmer, which arrived at 
San Frandsco from Puget Sound on 
Friday last reports that when near 
Capo Flattery sho sighted a four- 
masted British ship with heavy list to 
port. Tho identity of the vessel was 
unknown. 

Italian ship Vlra Estrada, which 
arrived at Port Townsend on Sunday, 
reported that when passing into tho 
straits an apprentice fell from the 
rigging into the . sea, striking tho rail 
ns ho fell. The boy was rescued and 
it was found he had sustained some 
severe scalp Injuries. It is expected 
he will recover. 

The C. P. R. steamship Lake Erie, 
from Liverpool, docked and landed 
about 1,250 passengers at West St. 
John at noon yesterday. 



WANT MR. PUGSLEY. 

Liborals of St. John Roquest Him to 
be Candidate. 

St. John, N.B., April 22.— On Satur- 
day at a mass meeting a requisition 
signed by some 3,000 electors of the 
city and county of St. John was pre- 
sented to Hon. Win! Pugsloy, premier 
of New Brunswick, asking him to bo 
the Liberal candldato for the seat in 
the house of commons made vacant 
by tho death of A. A. Stockton. Mr. 
Pugsloy accepted amid enthusiastic 
cheers, and said If the nomination 
were tendered him he would accept.

TURF. 

. To Form a Circuit. . , 

A circuit that will Include Victoria, 
Vancouver, Revelstok'e, Vernon, Kam- 
loops and Ladner's Landing; is what 
the horsemen of British Columbia arc 
endeavoring to arrange and, if they 
succeed horse racing will be put on 
a firm footing- throughout the pro- 
vince. At present every one. of the 
cities have races some time during- the 
year. These have, generally speak 
ing been most successful, but It is 
felt that it would add to the Interest 
If the meets were arranged in rota- 
tion. For some time. past, the follow- 
ers of the turf in the Terminal C^ty 
have been advocating the proposal but 
as yet no actual move has been made 
in the matter. The decision of the 
Victoria horsemen to hold a three day 
meet during the month of June has, 
however, revived the Idea and it Is 
quiti* likely that something will bo 
done before the first race is held. 

At present the three up country 
cities have first class tracks and some 
good racing is seen every year, while 
there is a track at Ladner's Land- 
ing which, with a little attention, could 
very easily be put In lirst class shape. 

The Vancouver Jockey club have 
hold two race meets a year for the 
last few years and last season the 
number of meets was increased lo 
three. The members have now a pro- 
position before them to make an as- 
sessment on every share a>nd in this 
manner raise capital to spend about 
510,000 on the track. With tills im- 
provement the club will be enabled to 
accommodate the best horses in the 
province and If the circuit is arranged 
the number of horses that will compete 
will be largely in excess of anything 
that has ever been seen hi British Co- 
lumbia, which is saying a good deal 
for they will all have to go some to 
provide better sport than was seen in 
Vancouver and Victoria last year. 

Tho benefits that will b e derived 
from a circuit should be not only an 
Increase in tho number of horses com- ' 
pettng but also the Importation of 
faster horses.

TERMS OF NEW ACI 
10 PREVENT STRIKES 



Penalties Provided to PreventEnr 
plovers or Employees Injur- 
ingCommunity Interests 



Since the outbreak of industrial 
troubles in the coal-mining regions of 
British Columbia and Alberta, so 
much has been heard concerning the 
Industrial Disputes Investigation Act, 
which recently passed the House of 
Parliament, and Is now law, that 
many inquiries relative to this act are 
being constantly received. In order 
to throw some light on the nature of 
the measure some of the most impor- 
tant sections of it are herewith pro- 
duced. 

The full title of this enactment is 
An Act to Aid in the Prevention and 
Settlement of Strikes and Lockouts in 
Mines and Industries connected with 
rublic. Utilities. The preamble recites 
that In the wording of the act the 
term "employer" means any person, 
company or corporation employing 
ten or more persons, and owning or 
operating any mining property, 
agency of transportation or communi- 
cation, or public service utility, in- 
cluding, except as provided, railways, 
whether operated by steam, electri- 
city or other motive power, steam- 
ships, telegraph and telephone lines, 
gas, electric light, water and power 
works. 

The term "employee" means any 
person employed to do any skilled or 
unskilled manual or clerical work for 
hire or reward in :iny Industry 
which the act applies. 

Lockouts and Strikes 

The term "lockout" means a closing 
of a place of employment., or a sus 
pension of work, or a refusal by at 
employer to continue to employ any 
number of his employees in conse- 
quence of a dispute, done with a view 
to compelling his employees, or to 
aid another employer in compelling 
his employees, to accept terms of em- 
ployment. 

The term "strike" moans a cessa- 
tion of work by a body of employees 
acting In combination, or a concerted 
refusal or a refusal under a common 
understanding of any number of em- 
ployees to continue to work for an 
employer, or to aid other employees 
in compelling their employer, to ac- 
cept terms of employment. 

Tortus of Application 

Section f> enacts that "wherever 
any dispute exists between an em- 
ployer and any of his employees, and 
the parties thereto tiro unablo to ad- 



just it, either of the parties to the 
dispute may make application to the 
minister for the appointment of a 
board of conciliation and investiga- 
tion, to which board the dispute may 
be referred under the provisions of 
this act; provided, however, that, in 
the case of a dispute between a rail- 
way company and its employees, such 
dispute may lie referred, for the pur- 
pose of conciliation and investigation, 
under the provisions concerning rail- 
way disputes in the Conciliation and 
Labor Act." 

Within Fifteen Days 

Section t> declares that "whenever, 
under this act, an application is made 
In due form for the appointment of a 
board of conciliation and investiga- 
tion, and such application does not 
relate to the dispute which is the sub- 
ject of a reference under the provis- 
ions concerning railway disputes in 
the Conciliation and Labor Act, the 
minister, whose decision for such pur- 
pose shall be final, shall, within fif- 
teen days from the date at which the 
application is received, establish such 
board under his hand and seal of 
ollice, if satislied that the provisions 
of this act apply.' 

It is provided that every board shall 
consist of three members, who shall 
l)e appointed by the minister. Of tin- 
three one shall be appointed on the 
recommendation of the employees 
(the parties to the dispute) and the 
third on the recommendation of the 
members so chosen. No person shall 
act as a member of the board Who 
has any direct pecuniary Interest in 
the issue of tne dispute referred to 
such board. The powers of the 
hoards arc such that they may sum- 
mon witnesses and take evidence un- 
der oath. 

Any party to a reference to a board 
may be represented before the board 
by three or less than three persons 
designated for the purpose, or"* by 
counsel or .solicitor, as may be allow- 
ed by the act. Every party appear- 
ing by a representative shall he hound 
by the acts of such representative. 
Persons other thun British subjects 
shall not be allowed to act as mem- 
bers of the board. 

Unlawful Proceedings 
It is declared in section 56 that "It 
shall ho unlawful for any employer 
to declare or cause a lockout, or for 
any employee to go on strike, on ac- 
count of any dispute prior to or dur- 
ing a reference of such dispute to a 
board of conciliation and investiga- 
tion under the provisions of this act, 
or prior to or during a reference un- 
der the provisions concerning railway 
disputes in the Conciliation and Labor 
Act; provided that nothing In this act 
shall prohibit the suspension or dis- 
continuance of any industry , or of the 
working of any persons therein for 
any causo not constituting a lockout 
or strike; provided also that, except 
where the' parties have entered into 
an agreement under section G2 of this! 
act, nothing in this act shall be held 
to restrain any employer from de- 



claring a lockout, or any employee 
from going on strike in respect to any 
dispute which has been duly referred 
to a board, and which has been dealt 
with under section 24 or 25 of this 
act, or in respect of any dispute which 
has been the subject of a reference 
under the provisions concerning rail- 
way disputes in the Conciliation and 
Labor Act." 

Thirty Days' Notice 

Section 57 decrees that "employers 
and employees shall give at least SO 
days' notice of an intended change af- 
fecting conditions of employment with 
respect to wages or hours; and In 
every case where a dispute has been 
referred to a board, until the dispute 
has been finally dealt with by the 
board, neither of the parties nor the 
employees affected shall alter the con 
dltlons of employment with respect to 
wages or hours, or on account of the 
dispute do or be concerned in doing, 
directly or indirectly, anything in the 
nature of a lockout or strike, or a 
suspension or discontinuance of em- 
ployment or work', but the relationship 
of employer and employee shall con- 
tinue uninterrupted by the dispute, or 
anything arising out of the dispute; 
but it', in the opinion of tin- board, 
either party uses this or any other 
provision of this act. for the purpose 
of unjustly maintaining a given con- 
dition of affairs through delay, and 
the board so reports to the minister, 
such party shall be guilty of an of- 
fence, and liable to the same penalties 
as are Imposed for a violation of the 
next preceding section." 

The Penalties Provided 

Section 58 provides that "any em- 
ployer declaring or causing a lock- 
out contrary to the provisions of tills 
act shall be liable to a line of not 
less than $100 nor more than $1,000, 
for each day or part of a day that 
such lockout exists." 

Section 50 states that "any em- 
ployee who goes on strike contrary 
to the provisions of this act shall be 
liable to a line of not less than $10 
nor more than $50 for each day or 
part of a day that such employee Is 
on strike." 

The declaration is made in section 
(10 that "any person who incites, en- 
tourages or aids in any manner any 
employer to declare or continue a 
lockout, or any employee to go or 
continue on strike Contrary to the 
provisions of this act, shall be gulltv 
of an offence and liable to a line of 
not less than $50 nor more than 
$1,000."

"There is something radically wrong 
with Canadian people — capitalists, 
merchants, producers, nurserymen and 
fruit growers— or this state of af- 
fairs would be speedily improved. Is'ot 
only can better trees be grown in the 
province, but we have this other ad- 
vantage, they can be grown free from 
pests and disease. 

"The soil and climate of Western 
Oregon, where eight cars of these 
were propagated, is not very different 
from our own. Chllliwaek, for In- 
stance, is as suitable for tree cultiva- 
tion as any soil on this continent. Yet 
there are no trees propagated there. 

"It would pay the province to give 
u bonus in the shape of exemption of 
all' nurseries from taxation for a 
period, say of seven to ten years — 
anything to stop importation and the 
worst features of this business. 

"The forward movement in orchard 
cleansing is progressing very satis- 
factorily. I am safe in stating that 
some 1,500 orchards west of Yale have 
been already Inspected and spceilie 
instructions In pruning and spraying 
given. The most encouraging feature

AMERICAN INFLUENCE IS BAD. 

Periodicals Animated by British and 
Canadian Spirit Should Circulate. 

Toronto, April 22. — Professor W. F. 
Osborne, of Winnipeg, who holds the 
chair of English Literature in the 
Wesley.™ College, was the guest of 
.tho Canadian t'lub at luncheon, and 
spoke on 'Canadian taste, Canadian 
imagination, and Canadian conscience." 

Under the heading of taste, Prof. 
Osborne's general contention was that 
the .American influence, so far as it 
obtains in the country, Is unfortunate, 
a'nd of the existence of that Influence 
there was perhaps no hotter proof 
than was to be found In the tremen- 
dous circulation of American publica- 
tions. Tho government, he declared, 
would certainly be upheld In every 
step It took to discourage the flooding 
of this country with cheap American 
publications, and to encourage the cir- 
culation of periodicals animated by the 
British and Canadian spirit, devoted 
to the fostering of the British and 
Canadian consciousness, and offering 
a lit Held for the development of Can- 
adian talent. While not denying there 
were two sides to the question, ho still 
believed that a certain coarseness was 



the dominating note of tho great rank 
of the American proletariat. 

Two things Prof. Osborne thought 
ought to stimulate and lire tho ima- 
gination of the people of this country, 
Tho contemplation of their great na- 
tural heritage, which he viewed main- 
ly from the standpoint of scenic ad- 
vantage, and tho contemplation of the. 
tasks tha t were Immediately before tho 
constructive statesmanship In this 
country.

"Montreal, April 20.— That half of 
Montreal's population was not pols-' 
oned is not the fault of certain dealers 
In canned salmon, at present unknown. 
There were llfty thousand tins shipped 
to Montreal from Toronto for sale by 
auction. Aid. Gallery was told they 
were bad, anil he informed the food 
inspector, who found the dsn poison. 
Had the 50,000 cans of poisoned fish 
been put into as many homes, at least 
200,000 people would have been pois- 
oned. 

"Auction was about to begin when 
the health officers Interfered. These 
officers and the police are at work on 
tho casci They suspect that tho rea- 
son why the salmon was shipped here 
was because it was known to be had." 

A Colonist reporter yesterday called 
upon one of the loading cannery op- 
erators of the city and/asked him what 
ho thought of the Montreal story. In 
reply ho stated It wns clear that the 
correspondent who sent the dispatch 
drew considerably on his imagination 
in one or two particulars. For instance 
it is stated that the inspector "found 
tho fish decomposed, and every can 
contained poison." It .would, of course, 
bo obviously impossible for the In- 
spector to have examined all of that 
larg-o number of cans In so short' a 
time. Then, again, the dispatch states 
that no less than 200,000 people wore 
In danger of being' poisoned. Here 
there is clearly an effort to exaggerate 
the story, said the gentleman Inter- 
viewed.

L REPORT OF 



Work of Impo-tant Provincial 
Department In :reased Dur- 
ing Year 1906 



Following is Mr. Palmer's annual 
report of the work of the bureau of 
provincial information: 
Captain the Honoiablo R. O; Tatlow, 
Minister, of Finance and Agricul- 
ture, Victoria. 
Sir— I have the honor to present 
my report as secretary ot tho bureau 
of provincial Information, for the year 
ending December 31, 1906. 

The work of the .bureau increased 
very considerably during 1900, tho 
number of letters of inquiry received, 
and the number of visitors seeking in- 
formation being greatly in excess of 
previous years. Of tho corrcspond- 
enceli fully 50 per cent was from per- 
sons asking for descriptive- bulletins 
and maps of Now British Columbia, 
and the probabilities of railway con- 
struction in that part of the province. 
Tho interest evinced in the central 
and northern interior indicates that 
those districts will secure a largo 
number of settlors In the near future. 
Manv inquiries were made for fruit, 
land, and there were numerous quer- 
ies, by Individuals and companies, as 
to the possibilities of securing large 
blocks of land lor colonization pur- 
poses. The natural resources of tho 
province and the opportunities for the 
Investment of capital in existing or 
new industries, were subjects of' in- 
quiry by manv correspondents. 

It is a noticeable fact that a large 
percentage of the letters received 
were written in behalf of groups of 
families, as many as 20 or 25 in some 
instances, all prepared to move to 
British Columbia, and that most of 
these declared themselves possessed 
of considerable cash capital, as well 
as live stock, farming Implements, 
etc. 

Much of the work accomplished by 
way of attracting the attention of in- 
tending emigrants to the advantages 
of British Columbia, can be traced 
directlv to the policy of exhibiting 
British Columbia fruit in the centres 
of population in the Middle West of 
Canada, and in tho United Kingdom.

to minimize the danger which attaches 
to the indiscriminate sale of Impure 
canned salmon, yet it was a fact that 
only in a few cases would consumers 
be unable to detect at once that the 
contents were bad. 

"However, this I.M not the point," 
continued the gentleman interviewed. 
"I have no hesitation In saying that 
reputable canning concerns of British 
Columbia have nothing to fear from 
such disclosurers. Of course, you 
must remember that in this particular 
instance I have no knowledge that any 
British Columbia salmon was con- 
tained hi the shipment mentioned in 
tho dispatch. 

"It is possible that a portion of this 
shipment of salmon was What is 
known in the trade as "do-overs. V This 
class of fish is the result of faulty 
canning. Amongst' the reputable firms 
the percentage of this class is very 
small,, and at all times great care is 
taken to see that the possibility of the 
fish becoming Impure is removed. 
None of the "do-overs" which are the 
tlie prod'nct of reputable firms are ever 
placed on tho home market, the prac- 
tice .being to ship the same to markets 
where a very cheap, grade of fish is 
demanded. Of course, ii is conceiv- 
able that shipments intended for for- 
eign consumption may, through the 
design of middlemen, get on the cast- 
em Canadian market. This Montreal 
Incident simply emphases the Import- 
ance of consumers Insisting that thoy 
lie given goods put up by a reputable 
firm of [lackers, preferably a standard 
brand. Such goods will Invariably be 
found pure and sweet, it being the 
practice to place on the market tlie 
"do-overs" with what is known ns a 
stock label — that is, one not contain- 
ing tlie 'name of tlie packer, .lust hero 
it should be mentioned thai the law is 
very strict in Insisting that, all canned 
goods of overy description bear the 
name of the bona lido packer." 
The attention of tlie eaimeryman 
(was also called to IliC Interview with 
Mr. Lomm, published In the Colonist 
on Sunday, hi which Hint gentleman 
related his experience of a fruitless 
attempt to secure a can of B.C. salmon 
in the Old Country. In reply It was 
stated that tills was nut a. surprising 
statement when tho circumstances un- 
der which salmon are shipped to the 
Old Country market were, known. The 
dealers there almost invariably insist 
on being permitted to retail salmon, 
bearing their own (the dealer's) labels. 
They find, they claim, that this is the 
most satisfactory way of doing busi- 
ness with their customers. They arc 
constantly In the natural order of 
things, adding lo their stocks, and 
often find it Inconvenient and a source 
of trouble to hand to customers a par- 
ticular brand of salmon which may 
have become the favorite for tho mo- 
ment. With a uniform label of their 
own, I hey experience no difficulty in 
the vending of tlie goods.

booklet on Fruit-growing was sent to 
England for distribution at fruit 
shows and fall fairs. 

The number of letters received and 
answered during the year was 9,280, 
as compared with 4,255 for the pre- 
vious year. In addition to tho above 
mentioned, regular publications of the 
bureau, a large number of maps, de- 
partmental reports, nets of tho legis- 
lature, bulletins issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture and the bureau of 
mines, and other miscellaneous pub- 
lications, were distributed in tho 
course of the year. A small sketch 
mni) of the province was sent on 
with every copy of Bulletin No. 10, 
and a map of the northern interior 
with Bulletin No. 22. 

Tho great number of inquiries re- 
ceived during 190G. upon all subjects 
within the scope of the bureau, would 
indicate that in the coming year It 
wiil be found advisable to publish 
larger editions of the bulletins most 
in demand, viz., those dealing with 
agriculture and horticulture, and 
those devoted to descriptions of the 
province, its natural resources and in- 
dustries. 'Tlie practice of tlie bureau 
is lo place the bulletins, maps, etc., 
in the hands of bona fide seekers for 
Information, and care is exercised to 
guard against their indiscriminate 
distribution. 

New and revised editions of Bulle- 
tins Nos. 22 and 23 were prepared 
for publication early in the present 
year, as the first editions were prac- 
tically exhausted. It is also proposed 
to publish revised editions of the bul- 
letins on Mining nnd Fisheries eurlv 
In 1907.

MUCK SNOW IN MOUNTAINS 

Timber Cruisers Report. Heavy Falls 
and Look for Floods 

Travelers and timber cruisers from 
many parts of the headwaters of tho 
Eraser river report that owing to the 
recent cold weather a great deal of 
snow has fallen in tho mountains, 
and that the rivers are much lower 
now than is usual at this time of the 
year, and in consequence they state 
that the people of the Fraser valley 
should prepare for a heavy flood, and 
should take all' prevautions necessary 
to carefully watch and protect the 
dykes. 

Should the water be as high as ex- 
pected, this will be the first year that 
most of the dykes in the Fraser val- 
ley will bo severely tested, as the last 
year that the water rose to an excep- 
tional height was in 1894, and at that 
time few of the dykes had been con- 
structed. The people, how.ever, feel 
secure behind the dykes, and believe 
that they, with careful watching, will 
withstand any flood that should come, 
as long as it is not higher than !1;g 
record flood of 1894. 

The municipalities which contain 
large dyked areas arc already pre- 
paring a careful system of construc- 
tion for the dykes, protecting them 
during high water, and special watch- 
men will be employed in nearly every 
case to patrol them and immediately 
report damages, so that the quickest 
possible assistance can be secured 
and the spots that show signs of 
weakness be made strong at once. 

THREATEN DRASTIC ACTION 

If Coal Strike Continues Winnipeg 
Will Ask for Influx of Chinese 

Winnipeg, April 22. — At a meetijig 
of the Winnipeg board of trade, which 
was attended by all the representative 
business men of the city, a strong 
sentiment was manifested In favor of 
memorializing the Dominion govern- 
ment to withdraw the restrictions < n 
Asiatic labor entering the country and 
being utilized in the mines, if the eotl 
miners of Alberta and British Colum- 
bia carry out. their expressed men- 
tion of ignoring the provisions of the 
Lemloux Conciliation Act. 

Tlie supporters of this extreme ac- 
tion expressed themselves as opposed 
to Chinese, labor on principle, but they 
considered anything would be pref- 
erable to tho business disorganization 
and other calamities which would fol- 
low in the wake of a miners' strike at 
the present time. 

The matter will come up for dis- 
cussion tomorrow, and unless in the 
meantime the miners are prevailed 
upon to resume work, pending a ■ set- 
tlement of the dispute, a strongly- 
worded resolution along the lines in- 
dicated will be wired to the govern- 
ment and also lo other boards of 
trade throughout the West, Inviting 
Ihem to co-operate in forcing the au- 
thqrlt!«!« to take the desired uctlon.

VICTORIA HI1S CHANCE 
TO SECURE INDUSTRIES 



Secretary of Tourist Association 
Addresses interesting Let- 
ter to Council 



The question of the possibility of 
making this city the head o£ a great 
Iron region was brought to the atten- 
tion of the aldermen at the meeting of 
the city council last evening in a let- 1 
ter from H. Cuthbert the secretary of 
tho Tourist association. 

Mr. Cuthbert pointed out that this 
city enjoyed an unusually udvan-l 
lagoons position for the establishment 
of a great iron working establishment! 
and wanted to know what inducements 
the council would bo' willing to offer 
some such concert to locate here. His 
letter in full was as follows: 
His Worship the .Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen, City: 

Gentlemen — In reference to tho sev- 
eral letters you have referred to us and 
to others of the same nature, received I 
by us from Other sources, making In- 
quiries as to what inducements the 
city of Victoria will offer for tho es- 
tablishment of new Industries, our set-| 
tiers and industries committee feels 
that they are unable to answer those 
Inquiries properly until the c|tycoun-l 
ell decides whether the city Is at all 
llkoly to entertain any requests fori 
assistance in this direction. 

For over twenty years Victorians 
have appeared willing to give reason- 
able assistance to any railway com- 
pany making Victoria Its terminus. 
Are tho citizens willing to do the 
same for any industry that will ma- 
terially help to build up Victoria? 
And if the city cannot see its way to 
offer any concessions in a general way 
to manufacturers desirous of locating 
here, is it not worth very serious con- 
sideration as to whether any exception 
should not be made In favor of some 



one big industry that would practi- 
cally create another Victoria and 
place her in the front rank of indus- 
trial cities. I refer to the establish- 
ment of iron and steel works here. 
Such an Industry would probably be 
worth as much to us as a railway. 
It Is not Impossible to obtain such 
works here as everything points to 
them being located, at no very distant 
date, somewhere on the sea board of 
British Columbia. Such an Industry 
would not only be of the greatest val- 
ue in Itself, but it would be the 
means of bringing half a dozen other 
large Industries that would employ in 
the aggregate many more men than 
would the iron works themselves. 

During tho past week several in- 
fluential visitors have brought this 
matter to our attention and have men- 
tioned certain industries of a, most Im- 
portant character that would natur- 
ally follow the establishment of iron 
and steel works, while one gentleman, 
whose prominence in the business and 
financial world gives the greatest 
weight to his statement, stated defin- 
itely, that, If we could secure such 
works Tor the city, one of the largest 
Industries in one of the great cities of 
the east, employing hundreds of hands 
would be moved to Victoria because 
other conditions here are more fav- 
orable; this is a most Important state- 
ment and worthy of serious consider- 
ation. 

I may point out that other cities of 
tho coast are offering special induce- 
ments to manufacturers, a policy that 
is doing much to enrich those cities 
and promote their rapid growth. The 
Iron and steel industry is tho great- 
est of all. Our committee does not 
presume to urge your honorable body 
to any course of action, but It Is nec- 
essary to know what attitude towards 
this question tho city desires to as- 
sume In order that our committee may 
give correct Infomatlon to Inquiries 
and be guided in our campaign for 
new industries. 

We have secured tho tourist traffic 
because we went out for it. Do we 
want Industries? Shall we go out for 
them?

THOSE ENGLISH SHIPWRIGHTS 

Sir,— -We request space In your paper to 
reply to the statement of Brigadier 
Smeeton with regnrtt to our case which ap- 
pears in your Issue of April 21st, and 
which we unhesitatingly denounce as a 
tissue of falsehoods not In accordance with 
the facts In the case, 

Brldadler Smeoton is reported to have 
made a statement In which he alleged: 

1. That we were not sent here by the 
Salvation Army. 

•J. That we lied when we made the 
statcmenl which we signed and gave to 
Sir, Hawthornthwulte. 

;t. That we "were approached by anoth- 
er organization ... in no way con- 
nected with the army . . . to come to 
Victoria to work nt Bullen'fl and . .. . 
accepted the offer made them." 

I. "Some, of them were more or less 
pinched and the army came to their a* 
slstaucc with money. " 

Now. .Mr. .Editor, with regard to n\U*ga- 
Hon No. 1, Url&adlcr Smeeton, when he 
attempts to convey flic Impression that WO 
were not sent here by the Salvation Army 
either Is deliberately llelug to protect the 
army from the condemnation of honest 
people for its nefarious dealings, or believ- 
ing implicllelv in the honor or honesty 
Which he Imagines the army officials tn 
possess. lie cannot believe flint they 
would countenance anything as monstrous 
as the treatment to which we have been 
subjected. Brigadier Smeetou admits that 
we came as fur us Toronto under the aus- 
pices of the Salvation Army. 

On Wednesday, April 10th, Brigadier 
Howell and .Ma lor Morria were In the of- 
tlce at fhe S. A. headquarters, .Innics nnd 
Albert streets, Toronto, nnd four of us,

.Smith, Joseph Smith, Duncan JIcTiivisli, 

William Boyle, iRuhorl McGregor, would 

have to ho, wlieii if v.'iiH TCprescntotl tn 
him Hint thOSO live* men were shipwrights, 
not joineis. He said that Unit would make 
no difference, but lliese men refused to 
go. . When their determination tn remain 
In Toronto could not be shaken, Brigadier 
Howell told Itobert Stewart to get «lx of 
the other men to iiinke up fhe required 
number. Wbeii the party was confliiete. 
we were sent by Urk'tidlor Howell to a 
Mr. Seullv, in the Traders' Hank building. 
■We asked this gentleman 11' there was n 
strike where we were going; he replied, 
"I do n >t know; you had '.letter go back, 
and link the Salvation Army officers, I 
know nothing about it. I am Instructed 
by the Salvation Army to send you to Vic- 
toria." On hearing this we went back to 
the Salvation Army headquarters and were 
told by Ma lor Morris that there was no 
strike on, 'is it possible that Brigadier 
Smceton, or anyone else? in tho face of 



this, to deny that the Salvation Army Is 
responsible for our presence in Victoria, 
and to their willingness to net as a strike- 
breakers' recruiting agency la due to our 
destitute condition. 

We defy (Brigadier .Smeoton or anyone 
else in or out of the Salvation Army to 
prove any of the statements we made to 
Mr. nawtliornthuulto false. With 
regard to the giving of moncy 
.to.fiuy of our number. Mr. Smeoton insin- 
uates Ingratitude on our part for generous 
treatment received at the bauds of the 
army officials. Now, if lie was acquainted 
With the facts, why did not Brigadier 
Smeetou state the truth of the matter. 

Of the ten men now in Victoria only one 
of us received any money from the Salva- 
tion Army, -Robert Stewart, and lie claims 
that he nnd tlve others went to Brigadier 
Howell ami demanded the •fulfllment of the 
contract to provide them with work 
iO per flay, as we were only getting 
Colonel Eadie was present at the 
Brigadier Howell after a long argu- 
ment, promised the six men $1 additional 
per -day, hut to keep quiet and not let the 
remainder of the men know of ths arrange- 
ment. It may be only a coincidence that 
the six men who were first decided on to 
some to Victoria were the ones who were 
receiving the extra $1. Generosity 1 Ban, 

the organization that would lend itself tn 
an arrangement of this kind and take un- 
due advantage of men under its care 
whose Ignorance of the customs of the 
stran.go land made them nn easy prey to 
unscrupulous and designing people, espe- 
cially when these people clothed them- 
selves with the garments of charity and 
religion. 

Brigadier Smeoton says we did not call 
at the headquarters In Vancouver of the 
Salvation Army. We did not: neither did 
we call at Winnipeg, Calgary, or other In- 
termediate points. At. Victoria we were 
met by a man (not n Salvationist) who told 
us about the conditions obtaining at Bul- 
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len's, nnd we refused to go to the ship- 
yard, nor did we have confidence In the 
army to approach them; we realized the 
game that hud been played upon us and 
in our search to obtain redress, we were 
directed to Parker Williams, who, with his 
colleagues, did what he could in our be- 
half. 

Smeetop says thnt if we cnllcd on him 
in Vancouver he would have found em- 
ployment' for us there. By what right, if 
the Salvation Army Is not responsible for 
us, would Mr. Smeeton have Interrupted 
our journey and held us In Vancouver? 
This Salvation Army Is the squeal of a 
parly to any reprehensible action when 
caught In the act. It would no doubt, 
have .been more favorable for the Salvatloir 
Army project if the parliament hod not 
been sitting, or if we had avoided the As- ' 
BCUlbly, but like everything else not open 
an-J above board, it dreads publicity. 

Mr. Smeetou could not have gotten us 
work In Vancouver *or our tools were 
checked to Victoria and the checks sent 
to Victoria, where Mr. Bullen now holds 
them and refuses to give them up. Air. 
Smeeton might ,get them out of his hands 
for ua unit we. might hunt work for our- 
selves now. 

The meeting which we were attending 
ami the nature of which we understood 
was a special meeting of the Trades and 
Labor Council to consider our cuee and de- 
vise means of assisting us.
